PRUNING FRUIT TREES. 


If Neglected In Fall Can Stil! Be Un- 
“dertaken In Winter. 

The pruning of fruit trees if negiect- 
ed in the fall can still be undertaken 
in winter up to the time when the sap 
begins to flow and the trees show 
signs of renewed vitality. It is best, 
of course, to prune In the fall as soor. 
as the sap has eeased to rise. This 
gives a dormunt tree 2 much ‘better 
chance to hegJ over the pruning wound. 
The nearer spring the pruning fs done 
the greater the Ikelibood that the 
wound may bleed. Where the sap 
bleeds from the wound it may attract 
insects that carry tree diseases,.which 
may work back into the tree. This is 
one reason why it is well to cover the 
cut with paint where a large branch is 
cut off. It also fs a reason for disin- . 
fecting cuts when trees bave been sub- 
ject to disease. 

The main objects sought in pruning 
fruit trees are to cut out dead, useless 
or diseased wood and to keep the tree

Doring the carly yoars of fruit trees 
a vigorous ‘use of the pruning knifo | 
frequently is necessary. At this time 
the entire life history of the young 
tree may be changed and its futuro 
shape greatly improved or injured, 
The farmer should prune with the nat- 
ural form amd habits of the plant with 
which he {s dealing in mind and should 
tttempt to promote the development 
of a normal tree shape. 

The young tree should have a long, 
tlean trunk reaching from the green- 
sward to the main branches. The 
branches should be encouraged to dis- 
pose themselves at equal distances 
about the main trunk of the plant. 
This will result a a more symmetrical | 
development and a radiation of the : 
branches away from the trunk of the 
tree similar to the ribs of an umbrells, 
with the difference that the branches 
will mark an irregular rising spiral 
around the trunk from the lowest 
branch to the highest. Such a tree 
form is much less likely to be dam- 
aged by storms or heavy snow.

Never Thoroughly Cenquered, They 

. Have Been Fanatically Fighting Four 
Centuries For the Land They Held 
Before Columbus Was Born. 


The.ktory of the Yaquls of Mexico is 
one of ibe most remarkable uurritives 
lin history. it has never been t fo 
English except in more or less {ray 
;mentary fashion, and the English 
| speaking world has missed thereby a 
{ romance worth reading. 
The tale Is liberally blotted with 

blood and stained with incidents of 
gavage torturo and treachery, for tbe 
j Xaquis are a savage people, but run 
ning through it from beginning to end 
are a fanntic lore of country, an Indum 
itable courage and a hardihood that 
have never been excelled. 
|. In certain parts of Mexico the name 
‘of Yaqui has acquired terrors almost 
legendary among the Ignorant classes 
It has become a term with which to 
frighten children. Even on the Ameri 
can side of the border the Yaqui often 
gets credit for being a more terrible 
person than he really {s. In polnt of 
fact the Yaquis are the Apuches of 
Hexico, with rather more than the 
Apaches’ ability fur organization and 
stubborn resistance. 


Aided by the fact that the govern- | 


ment opposed to them has always been 
considerably weaker than that of the 
United States and by the inaccessible 
nature of the country thut they love so 
devotedly, they bave the distinction of 
being the only Indlan tribe that has 
never been thoroughly and completely 
conquered by the whites. There have 
always been defiant Yaqu) outlaws in 
the hills. z 
The story of the Yaquis ts the story 
of thelr wars. Almost a century before 
tthe landing of the Pilgrims In New 
England an army of Spaniards wits 
their Indian allies moved northward 
from Mexico City, conquering every 
thing in their path. When they reached 
, the bank of the Yaqul river they were 
met by a large band of Indians whose

cross, The white men opencd tire with 
their cavnon, but after a bricf en 
gugement the Yaquis routed them 


The old Spanish chrunicler states that A 
be bad fought with most of the Mexi-- 


can Indian tribes, but, he says, “1 have 
never seen Indians tight like these.” 

That was almust 40 seurs ago, and 
since then the Yaquis bave fought al 
mnust without cessation. The Mexicans 
estimate that there bare been ulmost 
300 yeurs of actual fighting betweev 
Mexicans and Yaquis. 

Of late sears the Mexican govern 
ment bad been adopting the only policy 
aguinst the tribe which gave promise 
of eventual success in quelling their 
fighting ‘splri. This was the plan of 
Jeportation, by which the Indians were 
sent from Sonura to far away Yucutan 
as taborers on the plantations. This ts 

i puld to be the only fate that frightens 
ithe Yaquis.

They have undoubtedly practiced say 
age tortures on their captives in the 
past, just as they have undoubtedly 
broken treaties with the Mexican guv 
emment, but it Is just as true that 
they are guided by u savage code of

{ they held it before Columbus was born 

In Sesb and blood tho;Yaqui is not a 
particularly romantic figure. He is the 
common laborer of Sonvura, the peon. 
the herder of cattle and the tiller of 
tbe soil In the Mexicun towns of the 
district many of the servants are 
Yaquis. One of the chief difficulties in 
subduing them bas been the highly de 
veluped clan spirit that prevails among 
them.

Colored snowstorms were recorded 
as long ago as the sixth century, and 
a shower of red hall is said by Hum- 
boldt to have once occurred in Paler- 
mo, in Tuscany on March 14, 1813, 
there fell hall of an orange color.

’ Petrograd, which, aos one’of the 
great news centers of the war, fig- 
ures 60 prominently in the world’s 
press, is in many ways unique among 
cities. Most cities, especially those 
which have any claim to antiquity, 
are what may be “called -inevitale 
cities; they tcke their rise from small 
be ings; their sites are, for the 
most part, ovvious sites, and the 
traveler who visits them, and who 
has any knowledge of the needs of 
the times in’ which they were found- 
ed, has generally no‘ difficulfy in ap- 
preciating w"y a city came to be 
built tn that particular place, It is 





j50 with Petrograd. No one who had 


to build a city would naturally choose 
the marshes of the Neva on which to 
build it, and there ts nothing in the 
surrounding country that“would en- 
able the traveler to say offhand, as 
it were, Here, indeed, isa natural 
Place of trade and commerce, or, 


ever, always looked upon by the 
peoples in the Interior as important 
for thelr trade. Novgorod and Pskov 


j both made determined efforts to se- 


cure control over it. They  bullt 
forts at various points in this region 
during the Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth centuries, and, in their efforts 
thus to safeguard themselves, they 
were forever coming into violent con- 
tact with the Swedes. The Swedes, 
too, erected forts, and, during the 
sixteenth century, it was only by 
means of alrost continuous fighting 
that, first Novgorod, and then Mos- 
cow, maintained its supremacy, In 
the seventeerth century the. power 
of the Swedes steadily increased, 
until finally Moscow was“compelled 
to cede the district to Sweden, which 
erected a fortress on the Neva at the 
mouth of the Okhta. With the first 
year of the eighteenth century, how- 
ever, the position began to be revers- 
ed. In 1700, Peter the Great com- 
menced his wars. with “Sweden. 
Oryshek, now Schlusselburg, was 
taken in 1702 and, in the following 
yeur, the Swedish fortress on the 
Neva was captured. Peter the Great 
lost no time about consolidating his 
gains. Within two months of the 
fall of the Swedish fortress pn the 
river, he laid the foundations of the 
Great Cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, and of a fort, to which he gave 
his own name in its Dutch trans- 
cription. The following year, forts 
were bullt on the island of Kotlin, 
also an admiralty on the Neva, op- 
posite the fortress, and Peter deter- 
mined to establish here the capital 
of his Empire. 

From the earliest years of Russian 
history, trade had taken a northerly 
direction. It was to this fact that 
Novgorod owed Its wealth, and in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
the Russian traders would exchange 
their merchandise with the mer- 
chants from Danzig on the Island of 
Nu, now called: Vasilyevskiy, 
by founding St. Petersburg, 
the Great, .of course, only restored 
trade to its old channels, Like 
everything else that he did, he did it 
with a will. It was not a question 
of attracting citizens to the new city; 
he very decidedly compelled them to 
come to it. All obstacles were borne 
down in accomplishihg his purpose. 
Vast armies of people from all parts 
of Russia were removed to the banks 
of the Net¥a to bulld and to colonize, 
Great piles wero driven deep into the 
marshlands, in hundreds and thou-

sands, and on these houses were- 


erected in all directions, Every- 
thing, in fact, that could be done was 
done to create a capital, and to create 
it as quickly as possible, 

Once fairly launched, the city grew 
apace. As time went on, a system 
of canals was developed, connecting 
the upper Volga and the Dnieper 
with the great lakes of the north, 
and thus, as far as commerce was 
concerned, the mouth of the Volga 
was transf{rred to the Gulf of Fin- 
land. Fore..ners flocked in great 
numbers after a time to the new 
clty, and St. Petersburg becams 
what is has always remained,-one of 
the most ccsmopolitan towns in 
Europe, Under the Empress Eliza- 
beth fresh compulsory measures 
raised the population to 150,000, and 
during the reign of Catherine IL, 
1762-1796, this figure was nearly 
doubled. The Russian capital is 
thus seen to be a place of little bis- 
tory. Where the Nevsky Prospekt 
now runs its broad and animated 
way from the Admiralty to the Mos- 


cow railway station and beyond, less : 


than 200 years ago was a waste of 
marshland. As al] the world knows, 
the name of the city was changed 
from St. Petersburg to Petrograd 
by a special ukase of the Tear, in the 
summer of 1914,

Of 112 early truck farms forty-threo 
made no labor income and twenty-two 
even failed to’ make na family income, 
while of 121 tate truck farms but twen- 
ty-elght made no labor income and nine 
no family income. On tlic other hand, 
seven of the early truck farmers clear- 
ed labor incomes of orer $1,500 as 
against six of the late truck farmers. 
The average family income of the 246 
tenants was $033 and the average la- 
bor income $332 (found by deducting 
from the family income the value of 
unpaid family Inbor and Interest on 
working capital), 

j The 186 tenants who rented on tho 
crop half share system made an aver- 

age labor income of $323. Twelve 
farms, larger thnn the average, rented 
for a balf share of both crops and re- 
turns from the dairy, made an average 
labor Income for the tenant of $715. 

The thirty-five tenants who rented for 

cash made an average labor income of 

$206. 

The returns received by the land. 
fords showed the same trends. Fif- 
teen owners of enrly truck farms fait- 
ed to make anything on investment, 
while thirtcen made over 15 per cent 
and thirty-one over 10 per cent. But 
four owners of late truck farms lost 
money. while only one made over 16 
per cent and but thirteen orer 10 per 
cent. The average Interest on real es- 
tate investment for tHe 246 farms was 
66 per cent. For farms rented for a 
half share of the crops the landlords’ 
interest avernzed GS per cent; for 
farms let fora half share of both crops 
and returns from the dairy, 7.7 per 
cent and for farms Ict for cash 3.7 per 
cent, 

These figures should be considered in 
the Ught of the fact that the crop 
yields and prices for the period of tho 
survey (191%) were below normaL 

The crop half share system, in vogue 
On 186 farms, provides that the tenant 
. furnish lubor, teams; stock and tools 

and give as rent half the grain and 

half-the returns from truck and other 

{crops sold. but none of the recelpts 

i from live stock. Other share systems 
ate variations of this plan. 

! Under al! share systems tho landlord 
furnishes certain things, particularly 
fertilizers. The question of purchased 
fertility Is of greater importance op 
early truck farms than un late truck 
farms. On all the 186 crop half share 
farms commercial fertilizers were pur- 
ebased. The landlord paid for all com. 
mercial fertilizer on sorenty-fre of 
the ninety early truck farms and moro 
than balf the cost on the remaining fit. 
tcen, while on the late truck farms the 
fandlord bought all the commercial fer. 
tillzer on but one farm, more than half 
on but twenty and but balf on the re- 
maining seventy-six. On all farms 
rented for half the crops where stable 

_manure was bought the landlord paid 
the entire cost. Manuro was bought 
on eighty-seren of the ninety earty 
truck farms at an average cost of 
B85 per farm, while of the ninety-six 
late truck farms but twenty-ono 
bought manure, at an average expense 
of $135 per farm. Landlords of early 
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ed so prominently in the news of the 
day, should be reckoned, geologists 
tell us, amongst the oldest land in- 
the world. As fat as annals are con- 
cerned, however, it is, of course, 
amongst the youngest. Who first 


tinent is a question still unsettled, 
and is likely, as far as can “be seen, 
to remain so; but one thing seems to 
be certain enough, and that is that 
for many centuries before its coasts 
were sighted and explored by Europ- 
eans, the fact of its existence was 
generally known fn both East and 
West. ‘The Chinese, who have man- 
aged to forestali Europe in most 
things, had certainly .some know- 
ledge of it, as far back as the Thir- 
teenth Century. © The Malays were 
probably acquainted with the north- 
ern coast, and Marco Polo, the great 
traveler of the Thirteenth Century, 
makes reference to the reputed exist- 
ence of a vast southerf continent. 
There was no great dramatic discov- 
ery of Australia, such as there was 
in the case of America. It seems, 
somehow, to nave straggled into the 
knowledge of the West by way of 
ships Blown out of their courses, and 
through tales carried overland from 
the East. 

Early-in the Seventeenth Century, 
however, Phillp III. of Spain took the 


‘ 


Peru, under Admiral de Torres, to 
search for the great Southern Con- 
tinent. The little fleet, consisting of 
three vessels, sailed from Callao on 


following year, reached one of the 
islands of the New Hebrides, which 
was at once hailed as, indeed, the 
land for which they were searching. 
Torres then sailed north towards tho 
Philippines, and may, possibly, have 
caught sight of the northern coast of 
Australia on his way. He did not, 
however, reach the continent. The 
next few years were fruitful in dis- 
covery. In the same year that de; 
Torres sailed from Callao, the little 
Dutch vessel, the Duyfken or Dove, / 
sailed from Bantam, in Java, on a 

, Voyage of discovery, The voyagers 
succeeded in reaching the north 
shores of the continent, and explored ; 
a considerable stretch of the Gulf of 
Carpentaria. This was followed by 
several other enterprises undertaken 
by Dutchmen, and by 1665 the Dutch 
possessed rough charts of almost the 
whole of the western coast; whilst to 
the mainland {itself they had given 
the name of New Holland. 

The first English navigater to 
stght the Australian Continent was 
William Dampier. This was in 1688, 

; and, on his return to England, the 
account he gave of his voyage result- 
ed'in his being scent out in the Roe- 
buck, in 1699, to prosecute his dis- 

| coveries further. Dampier carried 

{ out bis commission to good purpose, 
explored some 900 miles of the west- 

;ern coast, landed at several points, 
and made due record of his experi- 
ences. He was not favorably im- 
pressed with the country as far as he 
could see it. He described it as bar- 
ren and sterile and almost devold of 
animals. The only animal, indeed, 
of any Importance was a “strange 
creature which in walking used only 
its hind Icgs and covering twelve or 
fifteen feet at a time.” In this de- 
scription there is not much difficulty 
in recognizing the kangaroo. 

It was, however, after the famous 
voyage of Captain Cook, in 1769-70, 
that Australia began to take its place 
as one of the great facts of the world. 
Cook’s immediate object was to ob- 
serve the transit of Venus; but he 
was also commissioned to ascertain 
“whether the uexplored part ofthe 
Southern Hemisphere be only an im- 
mense mass of water, or contain an- 
other continent. The transit was ob- 
served from the Island of Tahiti, 
and then Cook commenced beating 
about the Pacific on his great quest. 
On the Gth of October, 1769, tho 
coast of New Zealand was sighted, 
and two days later the great naviga- 
tor cast anchor in Poverty Bay, s0 
called because of the hostility of the 
natives and the general inhospitality

—the same Jesus in each, revealed to 

us a little differently, that we may 
| know Him more fully and more inti- 
, mately. This gospel is certainly the 

eagle gospel, as the others are sugges- 
| tive of the other faces of the cherubim, 
the lon, the ox and the man. Here we 
are lifted far above the others and car- 
tied back to the beginning, before the 
creation, to Him by whom all things 
Were created. His name, “the Word 
of God,” takes us back to the ten times 
Tepeated “And God said” of Gen. 1; 
along with Ps. xxxill, 6, “By the Word 
of the Lord were the heavens made.” 
Then on to Rev. xix, 18, when He shall 
come in glory as “the Word of God.” 
How grand tho statement in ‘verse 8, 
“Without Him was not anything made 
that was made,” reminding us also of 
Col. 1, 10, and leading us to exclaim 
Jer. xxxil, 17, 

I often think of and quote these 
lines; “The Scriptures and the Lord 
bear one most holy name; the written 
and the Living Word are in all things 
the same. Then the word of any one, 
if sincere, is the utterance of the heart, 
and in Him we see and know the heart 
of God the Father. As Creator He Is 
too far above us to be known by us, 
but when we see Him in human form, 
“the Word made flesh (verse 14), then 

He comes near to us in such a way 

that we may know Him. Though no 

man hath seen God at any time, any 
j bellever can see Him in the only be- 
gotten Bon (rerse 18). Those of whom 
it {a written in Ex. xxiv, 11, “They saw 
| God and did eat and drink,” saw not 
the Father, but the Son, whose goings 
| forth have been from the days of eter- 
, nity (Micab. v, 2, margin). So was it 
‘also with Abraham, and Jacob, and 
Moses, and Joshua, and Gideon, and 
Manoab, and Jeb, and Isaiah, and Dan- 
fel. Let us be centent with the words 
of our Lord to Philip, “He that bath 
seen me hath seen the Father” (John 
xiv, 9). 
Not only is He God the Creator, but 
He {s the Life and the Light of men. 
His first recorded utterance in &crip- 
ture is, “Let there be light,” and then 
we remember that “God, who com: 
manded the light te shine out of dark- 
ness, hath shined ta our hearts to give 
the light of the knowledge of the glory 
; of God in the face of Jesus Christ” 
j (Gen. 1, 8; IT Cor. tv, 6). Bo pecullarly 
‘$s He the Life that there is no life 
apart from Him, for “He that hath 
the Son hath life, and hoe that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life” (I

}) Sospel, and in Him alone are found the 


three. He is called “the True Light” 
(verse 9), as He is also “the True 
Bread from heaven,” “the True Vite,” 
“the True Tabernacle” (Jobn vi, 82; 
xv, 1; Heb. vill; 2). John the Baptist 
bore witness of the light that men 
through him might believe, and one of 
the last words of our Lord before He 
ascended was, “Yo shal) receive the 
power of the Holy Ghost coming upon 
you, and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me” (Acts 1, 8, margin). Could any- 
thing be more pitiful and patheti¢;than 
the statement of lesson verses 10, 11, 
that He was in the world that He had 
made, and {t knew Him not, and His 
own people received Him not. Yet so 
i¢ bas ever been sinco Adam and Evo 
turned from Him in the Eden, where 
He placed them to enjoy Him and it. 
Israel would none of me. I would, but 
yé would not. Ye will not come unto 
me. Such are se of His words con- 
cerning our treatment of Him. Yet He 





He knows all the troth about us, He 
is full of grace toward us; “full of 
grace and truth.” 

Praise God for the comfort and the 
assurance of verse 12, for, knowing 
that I did truly receive Him as my 
Baviour and put all my trust in His 
Precious blood, this, with the follow- 
ing verse, made me certain that I had 
become a child of God, born of God, 
and, with John rv, 24; I John ii, 12; Isa. 
xlil!, 25, and: other words of Nfe, gave 
me assurance ef the forgiveness of 
sins that thes would never be remem- 
bered against me and that I bad pass- 
ed ‘from Geath into iife. I have had 
this comfort nety (une, 1915,) for for- 
ty-two years, ever since 1878, but had 
been a’ church member in good stand- 
ing without such assurance for some 
years before that. 

It is not a feeling, but slmply a fest- 
ing on the infallible word of God that 
it 1s as He says.

First every mart from Belleville 
and Hastings were given two pairs. 
Then when our first draft of 95 men 
were ordered_to go to France we 
could not procure any socks from 
ordnance stores, they did not have 
one pair in stock. We fitted this‘draft 
out with the socks sent’ us by the La- 
dies. If we had not had these socks 
this draft would have been sent to 
France ansuppliced. You can see 
that good use was made of the socks 
and that they brought comfort to 
many of the men. 

The 155th Battalion marched into 
Bramshott and it has been publicly 
stated by our Brigadier that were 
as good as any that ever marched in. 
They were so good that the most of 
the men were.sent to France within 
a very short time after our arrival.

Detectives New Year’s day were un- 
able to decide whether Ralph Thomp- 
son, clerk for the Baumgartner Fash- 
fon shop, whose lifeless body was 
found in a pile of foundry sand on 
Guoin street, near Chene street, early 
Sunday morning, was the victim of a 
robber or an autombile or railroad 
aceldent. 

“We have been unable to trace 
Thompson's movemoenss after he. left 
his companions in tue Pullman cafe, 
15 Grand River avenue, about 1 
o'clock Sudnay-.morning,” said  De- 
teotivve John P. Smith. “What evi- 
dence we have may point either to 
robbery or accident.” 

Thompson’s friends among the 
members of the Kappa Gama _fra- 
ternity, at whose house, 473 East 
Jefferson avenue, he lMved, believe 
Thompson was robbed and = mur- 
dered. His death cast a pall over 
the club, making the words,“‘iappy 
New Year” a sad mocxery. 

While some of the members sought 
to trace the movemenss of “‘Brownle” 
as Thompson was known among the 
members, others visited whe scene 
where his body was found, to scarch 
for his missing cap. Imprints. of a

A 
streak of blood inside the ¢rousers 
pocket where Thompson ordinarily 
carried his money was also™ uncx- 
plained, although it mzy bo blood 
from a- knuckle on the victim's right 
hand, which was slightly cut. , 

Whilo these things | might 
to a fight, robbery and’ murder, 
there are other inatcations which 
puzzel the police. Thompson's un- 
dercoat was buttoned when he was 
found, the police say, and theer was 
no indication of a struggle for his 
money in the condition of his cloth- 
ing.

Of 
these over 35,000 were common 
graves, where more ‘than one body 
is Interred. The crosses over the 
graves were re-marked, and the 
names—where these were known— 
rewritten.

'S though Belgium had not 
enough to suffer at the 
hands of the men who kill 
her sons or send them to 













ed her accidentally of her most glor~ 
fous children, This’ summer our 
great economist, Emile Waxweiler,. 
who was to supervise the restoration 
of our national life, was killed in the 
streets of London by an automobile. 
This month a train in Rouen crushed’ 
to death Emile Verhaeren, the great, 
literary figure of Belgium. 

We had hoped that the same pow- 
erful voice which magnified the great 
industrial effort of Belgium and with’ 
2 wild energy denounced ‘the annti-, 
hilation of all its attainments at the: 
hands of the invaders would concen- 
trate the vigor of an exceptionally 
virile talent in an inspiring hymn of’ 
triumph for the day when Belgium 
will be free again. This privilege bas 
been refused to a man who deserved’ 
it so well, not only because he was a. 
great artist, but because he 1s emin- 
ently a Belgian post, uniting in his 
talent both the Flemish mentality 
and the French power of expression. 

He was born in St. Amand, neari 
Antwerp, in 1855, on the banks of 
the Scheldt, a region of gloomy’ 
mists, but with a fertile soil and a! 
sturdy and lusty race of men. As @ 
student in Louvain University, Ve: 
haeren founded a literary periodical, 
La Semaine. : 

He soon became a friend of Maec-, 
terlinck, Edmond Picard, the editor 
of L’Art Social, converted Verhaeren' 
to socialism, From the very begin-. 
ning of his literary career the young 
poet had found himself especially in-" 
terested in workmen and peasants.: 
His first book, “‘Les Flamandes,” 
aims to describe the Flemish farm-' 
ers. Prompted by his juvenile extra- 
Yagance, he drew of them a picture 
hideous and immodest beyond\ meas- 
ure, The critics were severe upon 
the young artist, who tried to give 
loftler descriptions in “‘Les Moines” 
("The Monks"), ; 

As an adolescent, he bad been pro-’ 
foundly impressed by the mystical 
figures of the monks of MBornhen,,. 
near his native place. In order to} 
revive his impressions he had spent; 
some time with the Trappists near 
Chimay, The picture he gives of the: 
monk, however, is hardly less exas-' 
perated than the description of the 
“Flamandes,” . The friars are for: 
him a disconcerting vision of a fierce’ 
asceticism in an inhospitable sur- 
rounding. 

In both works his tumultuous soul, 
like a lens, was amplifying every- 
thing and overheating the eye of the 
observer, These, moreover, were the 
first symptoms of a mental and moral: 
ctisis through whick Verhaeren had 
soon after to struggle. 

Turned into a hypochondriac, he 
‘was more and more attracted by 
gloomy and dark visions. He went 
abroad and found a congenial sur- 
rounding in the foggy immensity of 
Jondon. During his sojourn in the 
English city he wrote a trilogy of 
tears, fears, and despair, ‘‘Soirs,” 
“Debacles,” “‘Flambeaux noirs”. 

In 1891 he recovered from his ill- 
ness and his despair in the .convic- 
tion that he had a social mission. 
Like his friend, E. Picard, he thought 
that art should be made accessible to 
the people and help the conversion of 
the working classes to the ideal of 
collectivism, Verhaeren’s sgciul 
ideal, true it Js, is more or Jess un-" 
precise and negative. His vehement 
soul had conceived an immoderate 
hatred against the evils of our pre- 
sent society -at the same time as an 
immense affection for the tollsome 
existence of the humble. He became 
the chanter of peasants and work- 
men, of their quiet and laborious life 
in the small towns, and the indefatig- j 
able denouncer of the unquenchable 
thirst of our modern ugly cities for 
more men to swallow up in their fac- 
tories and their turmojls of money 
and pleasures, Verhaeren's style is 
somewhat harsh and irregular. The 
strength of the expression, the inten- 
sity and the sincerity of the feeling! 
are its beauties, The sensations of 
the poet are intense and concentrat- 
ed. Verbaeren accumulates in his: 
soul the vision of the whole world; 
and the strain oppresses him. His:

Socialists Condemn Germany. 

PARIS, Jan. 2.—-The Congress of 
French Socialists by an almost un- 
animous vote passed a resolution re- 
questing the Entente allied govern- 
ments to reply to President Wilson's 
note concerning peace by saying that 
they are ready to tell him their con- 
ditions for peace which must include 
just reparation for the wrongs done 
by the central empires. The Social- 
ists also declared they were for such 
& peace as was defined by the Inter- 
national Socialist Congress in Lon- 
don in February, 1915. 

It was decided by the Socialists of 
the Entente allied countries at the 
London conference that “no hope for 
peace can be entertained until Ger- 
man militarism is crushed.” Resolu- 
tions were passed urging: that Bel- 
gium be liberated and compensated, 
that the question of Poland should 
be settled in accordance with the 
wishes of the Polish people, and that 
“from Alsace-Lorraine to the’ Bal- 
kans those populations that have 
been annexed by force shall receive 
the right freely to dispose of them- 
selves.”

“As the Entente alleges that our peace proposal.was only a 
war manoeuvre, and was not with any earnest desire to bring 
about peace, I ame able to declare that President Wilson now 
knows our peace condition’ and the Entente can learn them from 
that source.” - 

The version of the Budapest despatch received by the Rater 
Telegram Co., via Amsterdam, quotes Count Andrassy as saying 
that the peace conditions of the Central Powers will be commu- 
nicated to President ‘Wilson, the quotation being (as as follows: 

“If the Entente reject our peace offer only because they 
maintain that our offer is not honestly meant, but is merely a 
manoeuvre, and that they cannot enter into negotiations before 
knowing our conditions, they can learn them om Frealdent 
Wilson;-to-whom they-will-be-communicated?!—

BRITISH GENERALS CENSORED IN REPORT ON N ARMY 
‘SCANDAL, 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—An army scandal, iapeirinert the exercise 
of influence over high officers by.a prominent society woman, is 
described in the report of a court of inquiry issued last night, 
and Mrs. Cornwallis West, wife of Col. William Cornwallis West 


and mother of the Princess of Pless and of the Duchess of West-|- 


minster, is officially severely censured. 

The late.Sir Arthur Basil Markham, Liberal member of par- 
liament for the Mansfield division of Nottinghamshire, who died 
last August, demanded an inquiry in the House of Commons into 
this matter and was seconded by Irish members, who declared 
that a young Irish officer’s honor was involved. It has since 
developed that the officer was Lieut. Patrick Barrett, of the 

Welsh Fusiliers. E 

According to a statement in the House of Commons before 
recess, he was completely exonerated; his commanding officer, 
Lt.-Col. Delme-Radcliffe, was removed from His command, and 
Gen. Sir John Cowans was censured, but was returned because 
of his good work. Gen. Owen Thomas, who was also concerned, 
was vindicatéd. 

Barrett was a sergeant in the Welsh Fusiliers. Col. Delme- 
Radcliffe and other officers recommended him for a commission 
late in 1915, and his claims were supported by Col. and Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West and several prominent civilians. 

“Probably before this time, and certainly,later,” says the 
report, “‘Mrs. Cornwallis-West began to take more than an ordin- 
ary interest in Mr. Barrett, to which he consistent] 


officer.” 

Barret twsa severely censured by his commander without 
the opportunity of stating his case. Soon after that he was trans- 
ferred to another battalion on the demands of Mrs, Cornwallis-

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GERMAN OFFER DUE TO DREAD OF STARVATION. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—A most careful study of the economic 
conditions in Germany reveals that beyond a doubt the peace 
offer was. prompted chiefly. by reason that Germany is on the 
verge of starvation. This information is not based on the views 
of individuals—neutrals or others—whose impressions were 
gained in a visit to Germany and who were generally biased. In 
any case their views cannot be compared with actual evidence 
collected directly from German newspapers. , 

The information shows conclusively that the end of German 
endurance is approaching rapidly. Scarcely a day passes with- 
out its report of serious food riots by the underfed population. 
While the press Is complaining bitterly of the starvation of the 
‘people, the authorities continue to reduce their allowances. 

Medical experts say the present ration fs far below the 
standard on which human beings can live. Milk prices in Ber- 
lin generally have increased, with a coincident decrease in all 
butter fat allowances. How grave the question of the milk sup- 
ply must be in countless German communities is illustrated by 
the conditions prevailing in Mayence, which in normal times re- 
quires a daily milk supply of 40,000 quarts. By order of the 
grand ducal government of Hesse the allowance has net been 
cut from 14,000 to 4,000 quarts a day. 

Conditions affecting the potato market appear even more 
serious than the milk difficulties. Newspapers state that enor- 
mous quantities of potatoes which were expected to be available 
'for the winter are frozen. 

Further evidence of the seriousness of the situation was 
contained in this warning, given to the Prussian Diet by Herr 
Braun, the Socialist: 

“A protection against invasion, achieved at the cost of un- 
espeakable sacrifices, will be of-no avail to the people if it col- 
lapses through underfeeding, nor does it profit from the difficul- 
ties which beset the enemy. The preceding speaker has drawn 
from these difficulties of the enemy a conclusion which, in my 

opinion, is a dangerous illusion, that only another effort is need- 
ed to plunge our enemies into irreparable disaster. This is just 
what our enemies have been predicting about us for two years, 
On the contrary we must not close our. eyes to the fact that our 
food supply is becoming more difficult as the stoppage of imports 
becomes more effective through the ruthless policy of England.”

“The funny thing about German 
spies is that they dress for the part. 
They are as unmistakable as Sher- 
lock Holmes. They nearly always 
wear gray clothes, a soft gray hat, 
are pale-faced, shifty-eyed, smooth- 
shaven, or have only a slight mous- 
tache, and carry canes. 

One spy she describes as standing 
out in the rain from three in’ the 
afternoon until nine o'clock, “I 
simply cannot take him seriously. 
My friend and I get into gales of 
laughter. I want to go out and in. 
vite him in to tea. He looks x 
miserable.” “But,” she acknow 
ledges, “before I leave Gremany the 
spies get on my nerves. What was 
at first amusing becomes a nuis- 
ance.”’ 

Even the horses show underfeed- 
ing. They are “chiefly valuable as 
a study in bone anatomy.’”” She 
looks into their dinner-pails, and 
never finds there anything but chop- 
ped straw. She reverts to the ap- 
pearance of the people. “They are 
thin, I didn’t see a big girth any- 
where,”’ Food without grease, sugar, 
or meal she likens to “trying to run 
& wagon without oll. _ It begins to 
creak,’’ 

She describes the diet kitchens, 
and tells what good food can be had 
there. But “the day laborers can- 
not frequent city feeding kitchens. 
They cannot afford it. . . . Such 
places are a godsend to the middle 
<lass, the small storekeepers whose 
business has failed, clerks, and sten- 
ographers, but for the unskilled Jab- 
orer the price is prohibitive,” 

She sums up the food situation in 
these words: 

The tragedy in Germany is not 
quick starvation, it is the umeereee 
ing of a whole race. . . . It is 
hard to be discontented and pro- 
greasive when the stomach is full 
and the land flows with milk and 
honey. But suffering has come and 
a@ new race is emerging—a lean race,

Of all the national anthems, none a 
is more stirring, none more solemnly ~ 

grand, than the Russian hymn. “‘God 
the All Terrible” is its title, and its > 
deeply searching tones give "such | a 
solemn name a fitting setting.

In 1833 Nicholas I, expressed a re- 
gret that the Russians possessed no — 
national hymn.

Poles in South America, 


If ft is true that the Russian Gov- 
ernment is planning to foster colon- 
ization of Poles in South America, 
as is reported from Petrograd, the 
movement will mark a departure 
from the customary policy of that 
Government. Despite the vast popu- 
lation of the Russian Empire, esti- 
mated recently at 185,000,000, with 
an annual increase of more than 4,- 
000,000, Russia has not appeared 
among the nations encouraging emi- 
gration of {ts own inhabitants, The 
great area of Russia is in proportion 
to its population, and there is room 
for many millions more before the 
food problem will become at all 
acute; in addition to which the Czar 
is credited with definite colonization 
ambitions in the direction of certain 
regions in Northern China contigu- 
ous to his own Asiatic Russia. 

One explanation suggested is that 
the Poles have proved a thorn in the 
side of the Russian Conservatives 
ever since formation of the Duma, 
and that it Is desired to reduce their 
Telative political power by finding 
homes for them elsewhere, Tho 
Polish people have long been strong 
individualists; they charge their lack 
of development in their own country 
to repressive measures rather than to

on record in the journals of the 
House, showing that they voted down 
the proposal which the municipalities 
this week have accepted. 

It was on the.19th of April, 1916 
that Mr. Proudfoot moved a resolu- 
tion in the House providing that “the 
municipalities now under asreements 
with the commission for. the supply 
of power from the Niagara syste* 


and such other. municipalities as ny] 


hereafter become entitled to receive} 
power from the said system, may ac- 
quire the ownership of the power de- 
velopment at Niagara authorized by 
the Act upon terms and conditions 
similar to those upon which they are 
acquiring ownership of the transmis- 
sion lines and distributing system.” 

This, in substance, is the very 
question on which the municipalities 
have voted this week. Mr. Proud- 
foot's motion representing the views 
of the Opposition Was voted down 
by the government with a vote of 
h4 to 18. Among those opposed to 
the motion were Hon. Howard Fer- 
ion. Jas. Duff, Hon. I. B. 
Lucas, Hon. T. W. McGarry, W. D.

Hon. Sidney ‘Macdlarmid, Hon. Dr.

Of course, the manner of render-| 
ing depends upon the nature of the 
stories and the talent of the artist.

persuasive oratory and fine realistic 
effect, while others give the plece’ 
like clowns or comedians, acting 
every detall with amusing and often 
grotesque exaggeration. 

Many stories are sung. _ In this 
case the story-teller must possess a 
good voice, and with the’ assistance 
of a chorus, generally rendered by 
the audience and a native Japanese 
musical instrument, he goes through 
= performance in grand operatic 
style. 


one of the most popular of the pro- 
fessional story-tellers is an Engl|sh- 
man. This is Ishil Black, whose fa- 
ther was the founder of the first 
newspaper in Japan. Mr. Black was 
born and brought up in Japan, and 
speaks the language like a’native.

(It is a yery thick 
book and right'in the thick of it is 
Sir Sam with Sir Max beating © the 
tom-tom, ‘There was a movement to 
introduce this monumental work into 
the Canadian public schools as a text 
book, but the movement had not got 
very far when Sir Sam evaporated. 

Some foolish person asks if Sir 
Max had any literary qualifications. 
The answer is that he had from time 
to time written a large number of 
prospectuses which always brought 
home the bacon. If that isn’t an- 
swer enough {t only remains to say 
that Sir Max didn’t need any news- 
paper training for a newspaperman’s 
Job, because he intended to get an- 
other newspaper man to do it and he 
wasn't going to embarrass the fight- 
ing front with his presence anyhow. 

Canadians had a curious idea that 
the Canadian Eye Witness would be 
a Canadian who took an intimate Ca- 
nadian interest {n Canadian soldiers 
and would tell Canadians back home 
what they wanted -to know about 
their brave boys, the battles they 
were in, how they fought and died, 
the heroic deeds they performed—all 
the hews, in fact. They had the idea 
that a good newspaper man who 
knew the boys and understood Cana- 
dian ways, would get a series of 
articles out of it that might be 
worthy of making afterwards into a 
book which would be thé Iifad of the 
War for Canadians, 

Such an Eye Witness, with a touch 
‘of descriptive genius, in such a 
series of articles, which would re- 
mind the Canadians that they did 
not Iose their personal {dentity when 
they plunged into the thick of the 
fray, but were being followed with 
close and sympathetic interest by an 
Intelligent observer who was always 
on the job—such an Eye Witness 
would have done more for recruiting 
than thousands of speeches, And 
such an Eye Witness can still do it 
if Sir Max {is given his dismissal and 
& first-rate Canadian newspaper man 
put in his place. There are a dozen 
Canadian newspaper men who would 
do the job well, and two or three 
who could do it splendidly. _ The 
newspapers can sink their little jeal- 
ousies and decide on the best man, or 
the Government might do it. It 
doesn’t matter about his politics, 
Only let him have the nose for news, 
the industry to. keep at it, and the 
ability to write it. 

So far from letting any Canadian 
have a look-in at the job as assist- 
ant—that Js to say, as the real cor- 
respondent who would do all the 
hard work and take all the risks, it 
is notorious that Sir Max turned 
down the applications of half a dozen 
first-class Canadian newspaper men 
who were kicking their heels in Lon- 
don. Instead, Sir Max turned the 
job, or such parts of it as he cared 
to undertake, to a London news- 
paper correspondent who duplicated 
his London copy and signed Sir 
Max's name to it for Canada. This 
may have been good stuff for the 
London newspapers, but for Canada 
it was next door to nothing, because 
it mentioned the Canadians only in 
general terms and when it did come 
to special perfgrmances it omitted 
the names, places, ‘dates, and other 
identifying circumstances, Even this 
hollow mockery of Canadian news 
has been intermitted lately so that 
Canada knows nothing about what 
her boys are doing save through let- 
ters home and other private chan- 
nels. 

The opinion prevails here that it 
is time to end this farce of an Eye 
Witness whose Ego takes so much 
witnessing that he can’t. get away 
from London where the peerages are 
being distributed. If the Borden 
Government is anxious to stimulate 
recruiting it will speedily replace 
Lord Brunswick with a humblidr but 
more industrious reporter* who will 
not give the war the absent treat- 
ment it gets from the present Eye 
Witness. —H.E.G.

_Ifever you'would 
-“BEAR YE ONE ANOTHER’S BURDENS’ 


*Tis an old saying—sometimes a hard one—but worthy of all acceptation. 


Take a present-day illustration. Bri 
burdens. She has sent to the front—that shell-torn front in France—a larger Rroportion of her manhood than has Ontario. 


2 Therefore it comes to pass that we in Ontario are being asked to help in bearing British Columbia’s burdens by helping 
its soldiers’ familics. It’s a fair, a just, request. We all are in the same boat. We must bear one another’s burdens. And 
if one Province, not rich in money, makes heavy calls on the Patriotic Fund, the richer Provinces must help out their poorer 
neighbor. Under a plan of each Province caring only for its own, the Province sending no men would spendnomoney. It 


i _ Ontario will need about six million dollars in 1917 for the families of its own soldiers. The Canadian: Patriotic Fund 
is asking for that sum as a minimum below which the richest Province in the Dominion will not go. But, as a matter of fact, 
the Fund hopes Ontario will do still better—will bear another’s burdens by helping'out gallant British Columbia, 


‘How stands the Western Province? It will require, in 1917, two million dollars for the families of its men at the front. 


Columbia asks no favors. With only about 350,000 people—not rich in this world’s goods, but rich in pluck and good red 
blood—it is undertaking to raise One Million Dollars for the Canadian Patriotic Fund! That equals $2.86 per head, 
Ontario, if it raise six million, will be giving about $2.38 per head, es : 


But the Western Province will still be short One Million Dollars. ‘Where is this sum to come from? Eastern Canada. 
And Ontario, if it wishes to help, can do so only to the extent to which its gifts to the Fund exceed Six Million Dollars. 


A lot of money, isn’t it? Yet less than British Columbia is giving, if measured on a per capita basis, and far less if 
measured by ability to pay. There will be no difficulty in securing the Six Millions if three plans are followed: : 


THREE PLANS FOR HELPING THE CANADIAN PATRIOTIC FUND: 5 


1. If all County Councils make reasonably largegrants to the national Fund. 
2. If all towns, whether separated from their counties or not, will undertake campaigns, 
3. If all citizens, in town or country, contribute fairly according to their means. - 


As to No. 1. The County Councils ae beginning well. Simcoe has decided to largely increase its grant. For 1917 
i e : ictoria, another county patriotic to the core, has doubled its grant, jumpi 

it $2,5C0-a month in 1916 to $5,000 in 1917. The majority of the County Councils will decide at the Jaiuare 
sessions how large their grants will be. Public opinion will have great influence on the Councils. Every county rate- 
payer, sympathetic towards the Fund, should write or speak to his representative on the Council, endorsing a liberal grant. 


As to No. 2. Many towns ignore the duty of holding campaigns. This applies particularly to towns which pay a 
county tax. Yet this tax never represnts a fair or just contribution to the Fund from men of moderate or large means. 
Practically it is based on what the poorer men can afford. The richer should give much more, and'they can be reached only 
through a popular campaign. To relieve anxiety these campaigns should be held in January or Feb g

The Rumanians under a heavy attack 
slightly yielded ground four miles west of Mon- 
astir-Kachinul, on the River Kasino, while they 
repulsed all the attacks of the Teptons in the 
Rekoza region on the River Suchitza. 

Thus the allies have held their ground in all 
but two sectors, in one of which they were 
slightly pressed back and in the other they fell 
back without molestation. 

Their defensive lias assumed a new aspect 
in that it is being flexibly maintained in the 
valleys of Moldavia. <A tenacious defence of 
the valleys leading from the Bereczk Mountains 
to the Moldavian plain is being offered by the 
Russians and Rumanians. 

The ghting is in most places in the nature 
of 2 close struggle in which every foot of the 
way is being contested._ This is admitted by the 

jenemy, and he also speaks of the fighting as be-} 
ing conducted in unfavorable weather and on 
difficult ground. 

The Germans claim that in the Carpathians 
they have captured strongly constructed posi- 

+tions on both sides of the Kasino and Suchitza 

Valleys. These were protected by barbed-wire 
defences, and the fighting for their possession 
was hand-to-hand and desperate. ' 

' On the front of the army under Von Mac- 
kensen the Germans report that they have over- 
come Russian rear guards and have reached the 
line of the Putna River. In the advance the 
enemy took Galreaska in hand-to-hand fighting 
and he maintained it against night attacks. It 
is claimed by the foe that the prisoners and 
booty taken by him yesterday have reached a 
total of 99 officers, 5,400 erat three cannon and 
ten machine guns.

ADMIRALTY WANTS 5,000 MEN 


FOR NAVY FROM CANADA 








































Progress {s being made with enlist- 
ment for the Royal Canadian Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, which is being 
carricd on in Montreal, as well as al 
over Canada. Despito the great work 
the navy has done for the Empire 
during the first two years of the war, 
Canadians had no opportunity of en- 
isting in the Royal Navy, unless they 
went home to Great Britain, and vol- 
unteered, serving at the British rate 
of pay. This rate of pay made such 
servico impossible for men with fam’. 
lies here, although a number dld en- 
‘ist In this way, several hundred join- 
ng the Royal Naval Volunteer Motor 
Boat Patrol and the Royal Naval Air 
Service. 

With the enormous increase in ton- 
ange in the Royal Navy singe the war 
housands of men are needed to com- 
ilete the establishment. The Admir- 
uty, realizing that many men in Ca- 
nada would rather serve in the navy 
than the army, asked the Canadian 
Government to raise five thousand 
men for the King’s navy. 

This was at once agreed to by the 
Canadian Government, as a part ‘of 
Canada's half million mon for the 
Imperial service overseas, with ar- 
rangements whereby men enlisting 
for sea service shall be given the 
same rates of pay and other consid- 
érations as the Jand soldiers with the 
expeditionary forces, No sea experi- 
ence Is necessary, and men physically 
fit between elghteon and thirty-eight 
are given the unusual privilege ~ of 
Joining the Royal Navy at full sea- 
man’s rank, at a wago many timos 
that pald in the British navy, while 
‘they are rated two ranxs higher than 
that allowed ordinary green recruits.

Gleason in the 
i New York Tribune. And the 

proof of it is not that she 
has raised an army. ~ Any country 
can raise an army, if it has to. The 
proof of it is that she has changed a 
‘cherished habit. That means a splrit- 
ual change. It is a lot harder to 
‘break up a habit than It is to fight 
an enemy.) The fact that two million 
persons are’ saving money to give to 
the Government for carrying on the 
war is the clearest single proof ghat 
‘the English nation is at war. By 
‘temperament the English are a col- 
‘onizings adventurous people. That 
‘means they are an open-handed peo-; 
ple, to whom the careful ways of 
{thrift are distasteful. Then, | too, 
they aro a race of Individualists, do- 
ing. what they like with thelr own— 
‘a race to whom collective effort is a 
bore. But they violated their instinct 
in order to win this war. For the 
English were free spenders, and-it 
revealed more devotion in them to 
‘raise a hundred million dollars in 
individual subscriptions than it did. 
to ralse five million men in recrult: | 
DK. 

The heart .of the war savings 
scheme is this: You buy a “War Ser- 
vice Certificate’ for Afteen ‘shillings 
and sixpence. In five years the Gov- 
ernment will give you a pound for it. 
Less than $4 has become $5. Of 
course, the worker cannot make an 
investment of fifteen shillings and 
sixpence at one time, So he joins an 
association in his school, factory, 
store, or club, and subscribes his 
penny or alxpence each week. These 
associations are Hke our fraternal 
organizations, They appeal to the 
social sense of the group. There 
are other forms of war saving, such 
as exchequer bonds, but this system 
of certificate is the popular way. It 
is co-operative investment, if the in- 
dividual does not belong to an as- 
sociation he receives a war savings 
card, with 21 spaces on it, each for 
a six-penny stamp. He buys the 
stamps at the post-office as often as 
he can. When the card is full he 
hands it in and receives a certificate

They did it br chipping in thelr 
three-penny and six-penny bit each 
weck, Norwich paid into the post- 


‘ office $75,000 in six weeks. 


“The thing that {irritates us about 
England,” says Mr. Gleason, “is tho 
same thing that offends us at home. 
Here is no well-olled autocracy that 
Tuns on a single track to a visible 
goal. Instead of that clean, smooth, 
organized, docile affair, it is a demo- 
cracy, with an immense, rich variety 
of life, sprawling all over the place. 
The air is full of voices, because 
everyone Is allowed to speak, If you 
don't like it, remember what it Is 
that you don’t like: it {s a free peo- 
ple, choosing to make its own mis- 
takes, living its own life, and just 
now out on the warpath to chase 
some trespassers off from the pre- 
mises, Doubtless, if the critics were 
running the performance, they 
would give a more unified and po- 
lished proceeding. But no group of 
persons are running this war, The 
people are running it. So, instead of 
losing strength as the pressure in- 
ereases, they gather force and mo- 
mentum with each mistake. They 
teach themselves by fallure, The 
will of tho great German general 
staff can be snapped by defeat, be- 
cause the staff is a handful of men, 
But the will of 45,000,000 peopie 
cannot be broken, because it is the 
will of these schoolboys and working 


» girls, of domestic servants and mu- 


nition workers, of a democracy 
whose sense of pity and justice has 
been touched.” 
Zhe English are a “‘sentimental 
tion.” - An appeal to cold reason, 
to personal aggrandizement, to a 
rainy day or a shadowy future, does 
pot move them in the slightest. ’But 
something that concerns the welfare 
of hetpless children, or of persons 
whom they love, releases all that is 
best in'the English race.

. slons which wrecked the plant of the Canadian Car and Foundry| 
Co., at iKngsland, N.J., yesterday, was possibly, if not probably of 
incendiary origin, was issued here today by the officials of the 
company. The total loss, is was said, was $16,000,000. 

Of.this total $10,000,000 consists of shells and explosives, 
owned by the Russian government. The rest was in destroyed 
property of the Canadian Car and Foundry Co., of which half 
was covered by insurance. Until investigation is completed no 
further statement will be made as to what evidence of incendi- 
arism have been found, it was said by an officer of the company. 

( It was explained that the danger of fire or of explosions 
from purely accidental causes was reduced to a minimum by the 
fact that no completed ordnance was on hand at the plant. The 
officer said the propelling charges for the shells were not at- 
_ tached until they reached the battlefield, and that the same 

wag true as-to the detonating caps by which the trinitrotoluol

The explosions heard during the fire, he said, were caused 
by the melting and expansion from the heat of the trinitrotuluol 
blowing off the temporary caps screwed in place for the detona- 
ting caps. :

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BERLIN REPORTS CAPTURE OF MILHALEN. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Today’s official statement reports the 
storming and capture of the Rumanian town of Milhalea with 
its Russian garrison of 400 soldiers, a number of other Russians 
being drowned in attempting to escape across the Sereth. 


ITALIAN’ WARSHIP SINKS 
NEARLY 700 LIVES LOST) 


Regina Margherita Strikes Mine and Majority of Sallors Aboard 
Go Down With Ship, Says Rom eOfficial Statement. 











ROME, via Paris, Jan. 13.—It is officially announced that 
the Italian battleship Regina Margherita struck a mine and sank 
Dec. 11. Six hundred and seventy-five men on board perished 
Two hundred and seventy were saved. 

The battleship Regina Margherita was laid down in 1898 
and completed in May, 1904. She was a vessel of 13,427 tons, 
426 feet long, and had a draught of 27 feet. Her usual comple- 
ment was 730 men. The battlship carried four 12-inch, four 8- 
inch, twelve 6-inch guns, twenty 12-pounders,, two 1-pounders, 
two maxims and four torpedo tubes. 

The Regina Margherita was a sister of the Benedetto Brin, 
which was badly damaged by an explosion on board in 1915, in 

yhich a large number of her crew, including Rear Admiral de 
Oervin, were killed. 


BRITISH KEEP UP FIGHT : 
ON RIDGE ABOVE ANGRE 


Take Eight-Four Additional Prisoners in Prosecuting Further 
Operations Northeast of rere th nd Con- 
tinues, Say Germans. 
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LONDON, Jan, 13.—According to a British official communi- 
cation last night the British have made further progress north 
of the Ancre and northeast of Beuamont-Hamel. In the past 
24 hours they have taken in this area 84 additional prisoners, 
bringing the total number for the successful operations in that 
area up to 204. 

The German official communication of today said that the 
British attacked their lines north of Beaucourt,, where they won 
initial successes, and near Sarre, where their attack broke down 
before the German lines. Today’s German official communica- 
tion says that it is officially reported that engagements are in 
progress north of the Ancre.. : 

The British communication issued last night says: 

“During the past 24 hours 84 additional prisoners have been 
taken-north-of-the-Ancre;-making the-total-_for-the-successful- 
operations in that area reported in yesterday’s communication 
204. 

“We entered enemy trenches last night at tn points north 
of Arras and secured prisoners. Our casualties were slight. 

“There has been considerable artillery activity during th 
day at various points along our line between Renew an 

Hebuterne. We ‘bombarded the enemy’s trenches no

The first lighthouse of which there 
is any record was built by Ptolemy IL 
on the island of Pharos, at the en- 
trance to the harbor of Alexandria. 
Egypt. 

Probably the most famous lighthouse 
of modem times is the Eddystone 
light, which was one of the first built 
in Britain and which has been famous 
because of its dangerous situation and 
of its having been four times destroy- 
ed by the angry waters of the English 
channel. } 

Minots Ledge Ught, at tho entrance 
to Boston harbor, is among the most 
noteworthy of American lighthouses 
and shares with Old Boston light the 
interest of every voyager who enters 
the tortuous channel to the city of 
Boston. 

Boston Might is famous in its. way. 
It was the first Nghthouse Built in 
America. It is one of the most impor- 
tant lighthouse stations on the north 
Atlantic coast. Every sallorman and 

rc knows Boston light. Every 
school boy and girl has read the many 
tales of shipwreck in which Boston 
light figures. it was captured and re- 
captured several times in the early 
days of the Revolution, 

On the evening of Fridgy, Sept. 14, 
1716, the light was first “kindled,’’ to 
vse the expression of thé chronicler 
of the day. 

For some years the shipowners and 
merchants of Boston agitated the pro}- 
‘ect of establishing a Ughthouse at the 
entrance to the harbor. The general 
court took the matter up on petition of 
John George and others. The town 
Officials of Boston also considered the 
proposition and urged the colonial au- 
thorities to make an appropriation to 
erect a suitable light. At last fa- 
~yorable action was taken by the au- 
thorities, and the building of the light 
on the outer Brewster began. 

When the light was ready to put into 
commission George Wortbylake was 
appointed keeper. He and his wife 
and daughter were drowned two years

Has Doubled Since War. 

In ‘connection with Bible Sunday, | 
or annual Bible review day, Dec. 10, | 
statistics compiled show that 


there has been’ a large increase jin 


‘the circulation and study. of the 


Bible since the war began. The 
issues of Bibles, in. whole ‘or in part, 
by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society last year were 11,059,000 
copies, those of the American Bible 
Society over'7,000,000; those of the 
National’'B. ty’ of Scotland 
and of they itinghtal Bible socie- 
ties over 4,000,000. If to these are 
added the issues of the private Bible 
publishing houses there will be a 
total of more than 35,500,000 copies 
of the Scriptures, in whole or in 
part, published In the past year, 
This is seven million more than the 
total estimated issues in 1913. A 
noteworthy feature is that the circu- 
lation in the English language has 
doubled ‘since the outbreak of tho 
war. The Bible, or portions of ft, Is 
now, translated in 600 languages, 1 
new languages having been added 
since the war by the British society. 
If the estimated number of Bibles 
issued by the Roman Catholic and 
Greek churches, and the Hebrew 
Scriptures among the Jews, be added 
to the foregoing totals, the aggregate 
of last year will be 40,000,000 céples, 
tes 28,000,000 or 30,000,000 in 





Prison Records Improve. 

The British prison commissioners’ 
report published lately for the year 
ending March last shows that the 
number of prisoners received under 
sentence was only 64,160, compared 
‘with 114,283 in 1914, a decrease of! 
60,123. Since the year 1904, which 
saw the largest number of sentenced 
criminals—197,941—the total ‘per 
100,000 of the population of England 
and Wales has fallen from 586 to 
159. Three main causes seem, the 
report says, to have contributed to 
the great decrease in the prison pop- 
ulation: (1) The enlistment of 
many habitual petty offenders, (2) 
the restrictive orders issued by the 
Uquor control board and those made 
by the justices and military authori- 
ties, and (3) the great demand for 
labor, rendering employment easy 
and woll pald and resulting in abil- 
{ty to pay fines. The number of 
prisoners ived of military age 
fell from 61,739 in 1914 to 19,169 
during the year under review. 

The effect of the Ilquor control 
board's orders in the metropolis and 
English and Welsh boroughs is 
shown in the following convictions 
for drunkenness: Weekly average 
of convictions In 1914, 2,034; for 
four weeks following orders in 1915, 
1071; for four weeks ended March 
26, 1916, 940. In ascertaining the 
effect of the war upon women con- 
victed for drunkenness, the lady in- 
spector of prisons inquired respect- 
ing women sent to Holloway for 
drunkenness, and average conyvic- 
tions per Individttal rose from 2.6 for 
1913 to slightly over 5 in 1915. On 
the other hand, the commissioners 
comment onthe decline in the num- 
ber of habitual drunkards commit-, 
ted to inebriate reformatories — 95 
in 1913 and only nine in 1915, 
Though the figures are {inconclusive 
as furnishing proof of any increase 
or otherwise in drinking amongst 
women at the present time, they 
show, if the same proportion holds 
as at Holloway, not only a consider- 
able decrease in the total receptions 
into prison, but a decrease of over 
60 per cent. in the individuals re- 
sponsible for the convictions. 


The South Sea Islands. 

Dr. {nazo Nitobe, the celebrated 
Japanese scholar, lecturer, and food 
expert, has recently returned from a 
trip among the islands of the South 
Seas, and lectured last month in 
Tokio before fhe Asiatic Society of 
Japan. He paid a high tribute to 
Americh’s work in the Philippines, 
_which he had visited sixteen years 
ago, four years ago, and last spring. 
“Marvellous changes have 
made,” he sald. He praised America 
for inculeating the idea of indepen- 
dence among the nations, and, pro- 
phesled that in time there would be 
either one very large South Sea Is- 
land power or a number of small is- 
land powers arise as the communities 
found themselves. He Iimits the 
group to the Philippines, Java, Bor- 
neo, Sumatra Celebes, New Guinea, 
the Malay Peninsula, and thousands 
of smaller islands, 

Speaking of the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of the islands, Dr. Nitobe 
sald that the soll was quite fertile 
and that although the tropical heat 
encouraged the decay of organic mat- 
ter, with plenty of rain and irriga- 
tion three rice crops could be ralsed 
in one year. He told of one place 
where he saw rice that was sprout- 
ing, some that had just been planted, 
and another crop that had been reap- 
ed, The crop may be started at. an: 
time of the year. $ 

“The great opportunity for devel- 

opment which these islands afford 
may be seen from the statement that 
their total land area is 1,250,000 
square miles,’’ said Dr. Nitobe, 
“There are 62,000,000 souls who in- 
habit these islands. Of: these, near- 
ly one-half reside in Java alone, a 
mall fraction of the entire afeca, 
The rest of the people—about 35,- 
000,000—are scattered over a mily 
lon square miles.”’

CALIBER OF A GUN. - 


What the Term Means as Applied to 
Artillery and Small Arms. 

Confusion as to the meaning of the 
term caliber arises chiefly from its use 
as an adjective tu indi-ate length, as 
when we say “a SO caliber six inch 
gun.” The word caliber as applied to 
artillery signifies the diameter of the 
bore_of a gun measured diametrically 
from fave tu fave of the bore, of course 
somewhat larger. 

A gun, then, of six incb caliber is a 
gun whose bore ts just siz inches. For 
convenience and becaure the power uf 
a@ gun when once its bore has been de- 
cided upon depends so greatly upon its 
Jength artlilerists are in the bubit of 
defining the length of the gun in terms 
of the caliber... 

‘Thus the twelve inch United States 
naval gun, which {s forty feet in 
length, is spoken of as a 40 callber 
twelvo inch, the length being just for- 
ty times the bore. The six inch rapid 
fire gun’ is a trife under twenty-five 
feet in Jength snd is therefore known 
as a 50 caliber gun. 

In the case of small arms the callber 
is expressed in hundredths of an Inch, 
as when we say a 22 caliber revdiver 
we mean one with a bore that has a 
diameter of twebty-two oue-hundredths 
of an inch

Studied In Every Home. 

In bygone days the function of the 
chief of a fire department was merely 
to put out fires.” Nowadays ‘bis ‘duty. 
is to prevent them, yi ; 

a fireman's work was de 
fensive. Now St is also offensive. It 
attacks the cause. a3 

Most fires are preventable. Individ- 
wal carelessness is the chief cause. 
Education of the public—even involv 
ing punitive measures—is the remedy. 

The simplest. method of getting rid 
of fires Is first to get rid of things that 
burn, “Cleanup days” are no novelty 
They have undoubtedly reduced the 
fire loss ratio, but the very fact that 
there is need of an annual cleanup is 
proof that the public has not yet been 
rightly educated. Once a year is not 
often enouyh to wash the public’s face 
or to brush its teeth and clean out its 
ears, This should be oa dally task. 
Waste, rubbish and. combustibles 
should not be allowed to accumulate. 

The public education must go fur 
ther, It should be carried into the 
home and should begin with the child. 

A periodical lecture’ or talk given at 
least once a moonth in the public 
schools by a fireman in uniform would 
strike at the very root of the fire prob 
lem. An official in uniform always im 
presses a child, and. his remarks and 
directions would carry the welght of 
authority, These lectures if Mustrat 
ed by charts and diagrams would be 
more effective and would graphically 
present to the child mind not only the 

of fire, but the methods of 
prevention and quick extinguishment. 

In some cities juvenile police depart: _ 
ments hate been established with va- 
red success, but a juvenile fire depart- 
ment, whether organized or merely ex- ; 
isting in the educational equipment of | 
children to prevent and extinguish 
fires, would be one of the most ad- 
vanced steps taken toward the con- 
servation of human life and property.

BARRISTERS AND BEARDS. 


In Former Days Lawyers In England 
Were Forced to Shave, 
Nowhere was there more prejudice 
against beards than at the Inns of 
Court centurics a The “Black 
Books” of Lincoln’ of the six- 
teenth century are fall of references 
to offenders who were “fyned double 
comens durynge such tyme as they 
shall bave any berde.” 
This proving Ineffective, a whole 
batch of bearded barristers was in 
1554 “banysshed from ye Howse,” and 
shortly afterward a Judge's order was 
obtained for the compulsory shaving 
of some of the members. The inner 
temple benchers were not quite so se- 
vere, for a fine of 20 shillings was the 
sole penalty imposed in 1555 for “wear- 
yng beardes of more than three weekes 

growthe.” 

The war against bearded barristers 
continued at the Inns of Court until the 
seventeenth century. Long after this, 
however, the prejudice against the un- 
shaved r remained. The late 
Vice Chancellor Bacon carried his dis- 
Uke so far that he always refused to 
Usten to bearded or mustached coun- ' 
sel, pretending that he could not bear 
them. Even now, although there are 
plenty of bearded barristers. and K. C.’s, 
few have attained eminence, « 

The most brilliant exception was per. 
haps the late Judah Philip Benjamin, 
“silver tongued Benjamins,” who de- 
aplte his mustache and American 
“goatee” earned the princely income of 
£35,000 a year.—London Chronicle, 











Spiders and the Stars. 

Spiders as an ald to astronomy are 
recognized to such an extent that cer- 
tain species are cultivated solely for 
the fine threads they weave. No sub- 
stitute for the spicer’s thread has yet 
been found for bisecting the screw of 
the micrometer used for determining 
the positions and motions of the stars, 
Not only because of the remarkable 
fineness of the thread are they ralua- 
bY, Dut because of their durable qual- 
ities. The threads of certain spiders 
raised for astronomical purposes with- 
stand changes in temperature, so that 
often in measuring sun spots they are 
uninjured when the beat is so great 
that the lenses of the micrometer eye- 
pieces are cracked. These spider lines 
are only one-fifth to one-seventh of a 
thousandth of an inch in diameter, 
compared with which the threads of 
the allkworm are large and clumsy.

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Astronomers estimate that In a 
sphere with a radius of 20,000,000 
times the distance from the earth to 
-the sun there are nearly 7,000 stars 
‘which are from ten to one hundred 

times us luminous as the sun. 

| In the same sphere are no less 
than 23,200 stars which are each as 
luminous as the sun, and the enor- 
meas number of 93,300 stars which 
have one-tenth the brightness of the 
orb which lights our earth by day. 

For convenience in studying them 
zstronomers have divided the stars 
Jinto six moin classes, known as B, A, 
1. GK and M stars. : 

These classes are named in the 
order of their temperature, the By 
stars being the bluest and hottest, 
und the M the reddest and coolest. 

Tie stars in class G are the most 
like the sun, their spectra being full 
of metallic Hines, and with broad 
lines due to calesuim. 

All the red stars are dividid into 
two sub-divisions known as giant and 
dwarf stars. The former are thought

Modeled ‘on Old-fashioned Farm 
House Plan, 


The Church of Vithimyri, one of 
the last of its kind still remaining in 
Iceland, stands near the head of the 
Skagaflord. Like the one at Fingu- 
. 1¢ measures about thirty feet 
sixteen, and is modeled on the 
old-fashioned farmhouse plan. Built 
of stone and lined with wood, it Js 
covered outside with turf, the mossy 
roof gay. with wild flowers. There 
are two screens within, carved and 


tinted with red and blue coloring, / 


the pulpit and ends of the pews 
treated to correspond. The gable- 
end faces the roadway, and over the 
door hang two bells to.-summon the 
worshippers, who must find this 
quaint little church much warmer 
than the wooden structures, painted 
white, that. are superseding ‘all 
others, The population being scat- 
tered the Incumbent or prestur min- 
isters to two other churches besides 
this one. : 
1A fitting background {n this truly 
Icelandic house of prayer is the 
range of hils beyond it, glowing in 
the tints of evening, their sides 
deeply channeled, and their sum- 
mits shaven clean off. These fiat- 
topped mountain masses, so often 
seen in this island, are, in the opin- 
ion of Professor Geikle, the last sur- 
viving fragments of ‘an extensive 
plateau once extending from Scot- 
land far into the Arctic Sea, 

The first Christian church in Ice- 
land was a stavkirkja built at Thing- 
vallir after the nation was converted 
in the year 1000. The wood was 
presented by two kings of Norway, 
Harold Sigurlusson and Olaf the 
Holy. A drawing-by Sigurdur Gud- 
mundsson, artist and antiquary, 
shows it as decorated with dragons’ 
heads, and having many high win- 
dows; and he adds that the members 
of the Allthing held their debates 
within it when driven by the weather 
from the Log-berg; all of which in- 
formation he derived from the Sagas. 
Wooden churches after this pattern 
were numerous until the early part 
of last century. ¢ 

There are at least two churches of 
circular form in the island: that of 
Silfrastadir, at the dead of the Ox- 
nadalr; and the, other at Holstadar- 
lid, and painted black. Although 
both are modern, the plan is ancient, 
and points to sun worship In the far- 
distant past. Throughout Scandina- 
via no church is ever dedicated to, 
or given the name of any patron 
saint; but is simply called by the 
name of the town or village to which 
it belongs. 


The Lord Mayor’s Chain, 


. The Lord Mayor of the City of 
London wears the most costly badge 
of office in the country. It contains 

onda to the value of £120,006, 
and each holder of it during his term 
of office is called upon to enter into 
a bond for its safe custody before he 
is sworn in, and thus becomes en- 
titled to its possession. The jeweled 
collar worn by the Lord Mayor of 
London fs of pure gold, composed of 
a series of links, each formed of the 
letter “‘S,” a united York and Lan- 
caster rose, and a massive knot. The 
ends of the chain are joined by the 
portcullis, from the polnts of which, 
























hangs the jewel. 

The centre collar contains 28 
“8's,” 14 roses, 13 knots, and meas- 
ures 84 inches. The jewel\contaings 
in the centre the City Arms cut in- 
cameo of a delicate hue, on an olive 
ground; surrounding this a garter of 
blue, edged with white and gold, 
bearing the city motto in gold let- 






The whole is encircled with a 
costly border of gold “S's,” alternat- 
ing with rosettes of diamonds set in 
silver, The jewel is suspended from 
the collar by a portcullis, but when 
worn without the collar is hung by a 
broad blue ribbon.—Tit-Bits,

HEN the German offensive 
at Verdun proved a dls- 
aster, a scapegoat had to

‘Hindenburg felt that his predeces- 
sor in office had been punished for 
some other man’s sing that von Fal- 
kenhayn was selected to assist von 
Mackensen In the crushing of Rou- 
The campaign against the 

Balk tate was part of a desperate 
game that the Teutons are now play- 
ing to avoid complete, defeat. A 
year ago the great question was 
“Will Germany be able to conquer 
Edropet’”’ Now people are asking, 
“Will Europe be able to conquer Ger- 
many?” On account of that change

in attitude the Teutons started the 
Roumanian campaign as another bid 
for peace through battle, so says 
Frank H, Simonds, the eminent war 
critic, be 

When German high command 
planned the present campaign 
against Roumania {t reasoned some- 
thing like this: We have lost the 
initiative In the East, the West, and 
in the South, along the Itallan front. 
Verdun has demonstrated the folly 
of any new offensive in the West. 
Our Austrian allies have barely been 
put on their feet and they are not [In 
condition to make a new and colossal 
effort against Russia. The failure 
of the Offensive in the Trentino 
abolishes all hope in this direction, 
given our present resources. Our 
defeats and losses on all fronta have 
led our own people and neutral na- 
tions to take a pessimistic view of 
our condition, The entrance of Rou- 
mania has convinced the world that 
we are going to be beaten. 

Having thus reasoned out the sit- 
uation, German high command pro- 
posed this solution. The eyes of 
the world are upon Roumania; they 
expect to see the invasion of Hun- 
gary and the collapse of our ally, If 
we can strike down Roumania, as we 
have struck down Belgium and Ser- 
bia, If we can get to Bucharest as we 
have reached Brussels and Belgradé, 
if we can demonstfate that the Allies 
are unable to save their latest ally, 
then our own people and the world 
will no longer believe that we are 
going to lose the war, that our con- 
dition is desperate. On the contrary, 
we shall restore our position in their 
eyes, and. our opponents, already tir- 
ing of the war—that is, the people, 
not thelr leaders—will be ready to 
Usten te reason, 

And the fact is, so the German 
high command reasoned, we can 
hope with those resources at our 
band to crush Roumania. We have 
Teserves, not enough for another 
Verdun or a new drive toward Mos- 
cow, but we have sufficient reserves, 
with a great train of artillery, to in- 
sure a quick and sweeping success 
such as our political necessities de- 
mand, over the Roumanians; who do 
not number much more than 300,- 
000, who have no heavy artillery to 
speak of, who are still green troops, 
who have made the greatest blunder 
of the war by going Into Transyl- 
yenia instead of attacking Bulgaria 
aaiore we could help our Balkan 

iy. 

On the military side this cam- 
paign against Roumania will abol- 
ish a new peril; it will, if it suc- 
ceeds, shorten our line enormously; 
it” wlll put us in possession of “the 
great stores of grain Roumania pos- 
sesses, of the oll wells, which will 
‘farnish us with the petroleum we 
lack; but on the political side we 
shall win even more, we shall prob- 
ably win peace,

Interesting Facts About .Sir .Fran- 
, cesco Paolo Tosti. 

Sir Francesco Paolo Tost!, the 

Italian composer, better known the 

world over simply as Tosti, died in 

Rome on Sunday, Det. 3. A plc- 


turesque figure in the musical world, 
this friend and instructor of royal- 
ty, and composer of “Good-bye,” the 
song that achieved world-wide popu 
larity, returned to his native land to 


oubt the General von Falkenhayn, Disgraced ‘ie, although he had mado his resi- 


dence in London since 1880, — 
From ¢he little town of Ortona in 
the Abruzzi, where Tosti was born 
on April 9, 1846, he was sent by his 
Parents ‘at. the age.of eleven to 
Naples to study the olin under 


Pinto, at the Royal College of St. 


Pietro a Mejella. The lad also stud- 
ied composition wth Conti and Mer- 
cadate, who’ made him a pupil- 
teacher at a salary of sixty francs a 
month. 

Life at the Royal College went 
hard with the young musician, for 
he was thrown upon his own re- 
sources and found his sixty franca 
scarcely sufficient for his needs. He 
went to Ancona to give music les- 
sons, but this change proved little 
better, for he could get only the bar- 
est necessit‘as of an existence. He 
became ilf and returned to his native 
city, Ortona, where he composed 
two songs, ‘Non M’ama plu,” and 
“‘Lamento d’Amore,” which he had 
Published at his own expense in 
Rome. They sold rapidly and Tosti 


disposed of the copyrights for $100, 


each, 

Here came a turn in Tosti’s for- 
tunes. He met Sgambati, guiding 
spirit of the new musical school in 
Rome, who arranged a special con- 
cert for Tosti at the Sala Dante. 
Tosti sang soveral of. his own com- 
positions and also Sgambat!'s “Eravl 
un Vecchio Sene,’- especially written 
for him. The Princess Margherita 
of Savoy, later Queen of Italy, ap- 
pointed Tosti as her singing teacher 
after bearing him at this concert. 

Later Tost! was made Keeper of 
the Musical Archives of the Italian 
Court. In 1875 he yielded to his 
desire to visit England and took 
with him several songs, among them 
“For Ever and Ever.” He could not 
find a publisher for it, but mafiaged 
to have it sung by Violet Cameron in 
an operetta atthe Globé Theatre. 
The song at once became the raze 
and others, “That Day,"’ “Good- 
bye,” “Vorrel Morire,” “Aprile,” and 
“Beauty's Eyes,” immediately won 
the popular fancy. Several of these 
songs have run through a dozen edil- 
tions and have been translated into 
eleven or more languages. 

In 1880 Tosti was appointed music 
Instructor to the English royal fam- 
ily, some of his pupils belng Prince 
Leopold, Princess Mary of Batten- 
berg, Princess Louise, the Duchess 
of Argyle, and the Princess of 


. Wales, afterwards Queen Alexandra. 


The late Duchess of Ca®bridge, who 
was for many years an invalid, de- 
clared that Tosti’s music and his 
sweet singing were more effective 
cures for her than all the medicines 
in the world. 
extremely fond of his music. 1 In 
1906 Tost! was made a Commander 
of the Victorian Order and in 1908 
he was made a Knight Commander 
by the late King Edward. 

Tosti had a vast number of friends 
in the art and social worlds. He 
was extremely modest and of a very 
kindly disposition. Many interesting 
anecdotes are related about him, 
among them the following one, 
which throws a sidelight upon his 
character. 

A fashlonable lady called on Tosti 
and informed him that she was to 
sing two of his songs at a socially 
important concert. She wanted to 
try them over with the composer, 
she sald. Tosti replied that oe 
would gladly accept her as a pupil. 
The lady became indignant and de- 
clared that she would not sing the 
songs. Tosti thereupon said to her 
with a smile, “Madam, I thank you 


sincerely for that favor.” 


New Device Beats X-Ray.

The new discovery, the Journal 
says, appears to succeed just where 
X-ray photography falls. It produces 
pictures of structures hidden far be- 
low the surface of the body just at 
the point where X-ray photography 
ceases to perform effectively.

And the War 


HE hate sermons in church 
_ and the hate songs in 
schools in Germany are 
more fully explained than 

elsewhere in the ‘series of artitles-b¥}/. 
Mr. D, Thomas Curtin no® running |’ 
in the English papers. Mr, Curtin, 
it may be said, is an American ‘and a 
Harvard graduate who visited Ger- 
many with an American passport. 3 
This passport has now been rescinded 
because his atticles are judged to go 
beyond what should be expected of a 
neutral. They are creating a great 
impression in England because their 
contents, based upon a ten months’ 
sojourn in the Fatherland, set.forth 
the internal condition of the country 
as no others had done. The hate 
songs taught the children are “not as 
fierce as the hate hymns and prayers 
of the pastors,” says Mr. Curtin, He 
also asserts that of the original zep- 
pelin fund “hundreds of thousands 
of marks were subscribed in an- 
swer to churches and chapels,” and 
“models of zeppelins have formed 
Portions of church decorations at 
festivals.” He gives some details in 
The London Times: 

“While I was in Germany I read a 
lengthy and solicitous letter from 
Pastor Winter, of Bruch,. addressed 
to Admiral von Tirpitz, who was then !

good pastor expressed the hope that 
his early recovery would permit the 
Admiral to continue his noble work 
of cbiiterating England. Pastor 
Falk, of Berlin, is a typical fre-eater. 
His Whitsuntide address was an at- 
tack upon the civilians of England 
and America and urged the need for 
destroying them. The Easter ser- 
mons of hate this year were even 
more bloodthirsty than last year. The 
clergy are instructed not to attack 
Frenco or Russia, and so it comes 
abeut that, as 3 have previously 
pointed out, in Prussia, Hanover, 
Schleswig ~ Holstein, Brandenburg, 
and Saxony the pastors of the Pro- 
testant State Church, Reformed and! 
Lutheran alike, preach hatred ; of 
England as violently in their pbipits 
as in their pastoral visits. . . . 

*One or two better-traveled and 
better-cducated pastors have ex- 
Pressed mild regret at the blood- 
thirsty attitude of their brethren in 
Private conversation.

I feel sure that only one thing will 
make English, which stands today as 
the easiest and most concise of Jan- 
guages—only one thing will make it the 
aniversal language, and that is sim-

“MODERN ARMY RIFLES. 


Evelution of the Old Smooth Bore Muz- 

zle Loading Musket. 

The gun Is the little brotber of the 
cannon. Artillery was made Orst. but 
it was easy to sce that sometbing a 
man could carry was needed, and in 
the fourteenth century the Fiemings 
were the proud possessors of band 
cannon, small coples of the bigger 
Weapon fitted to a stock. They were 
interesting more than effective, bow- 
ever, and did lttle damage beyond 
searing badly every one who faced 
them for the first time. 

Improvements came in the course of 
time, and the arquebus, also called the 
caliver and which was modeled some- 
what after the crossbow, came on the 
market. The work the Spanish did 
with the new weapon was not a joke. 
And under the Doke of Alva, a little 
later, they also introduced the musket, 
an improvement on the arquebus, but 
still a clumsy affair, Ored by a match 
and so beavy that it could only be 
aimed from a rest. It had a tremen- 
ous Dore, however, and could stop a 
horse at 500 yards, so it soon became 
the universal military arm. 

Early in the cightcenth century the 
flintiock displaced the matcblock. The 
Charleville musket. introduced by 
Lafayette and the first regulation gun 
in the hands of American soldiers, was 
of this type. 

A Scotch clergyman. Alexander For- 
sythe, was responsible for the next bi¢ 
advance, the percussion cap, which he 
invented in 1807, The Prussian needle 
gan was the first successful military 
breechloader, although the principle 
was not pew—the Spanish had them 
aboard the ships of the armada. 

Rifing also is very ok. Gaspard 
Koller of Vienna and August Kotter of 
Nuremberg were rivals for the honor 

, of the invention abodt 1520. As has 
+ been pointed out, however, these im- 
proremonts bad to be lald aside until a 
day of better workmansbip. 

Most of the Oghbting yp to 1850 was 
dono with smoothbores. even Napo- 
Jeon discarding the rife. .Breechloaders 
Were used near the closo of our own 
‘war, and-very soon the muzzie loader 
became a curiosity. 

Winchester, an American, invented 
one of the frst successful repeating 
rides, and the Turks used them against 
the Russians in 1877. Then all the 
great military powers began rearming 
their troops with small caliber repeat- 
ers, using high power smokeless pow- 
der. One of the best is our own Spring- 
fekd rife.

FUTURE PEACE DEPENDS 
ON FULL ALLIED VICTORY 


Second Note to President Wilson Tells | Wilson Tells W. hy ‘Turkey Must’ Go— 
—While Germany Stands Uncrushed, Nations of World Can 
on Binding Force of No International Treaty. 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Entente Allies, in a note ad- 
dressed by Arthur J. Balfour, British foreign minister, to Am- 
bassador Spring-Rice. and delivered to the state department to- 
day, amplify their reply to President Wilson's peace note by ex- 
plaining in detail why they belleve it impossible at present to 
attain a peace which will assure them such guarantees as 
they consider e&sential. The note also explains why the allies 
demand the expulsion of Turkey from Europe; restoration of 
Alsace-Lorraine to France, of Italia Irredenta to Italy, and the 
other territorial changes set forth. 

Those who think the future peace of the world may be’ as- 
sured by international treaties.and laws, the-note says, have 
ill-learned the lessons taught by recent history. After charging 
that German influence in Turkey had resulted in conditions as 
barbarous and more aggressive than were known under Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, and that it had been shown Germany cannot be 
expected to respect treaty obligations, Mr. Balfour says: 

“So long as Germany remains the Germany which without 
shadow of justification overran and barbarously ill-treated 
country it was pledged to defend, no state can regard its righ 
as Secure if they have no better protection than a solemn treaty.” 
Asserting that Belgium was not Germany’s only victim and 
that “neutrals were intended to note outrages which accompan-i 
ied its conquest,” the note recites the “reign of terror” attendan 
pon Germany’s method of warfare, and in that connection says:

HE British air service is now

ing qualities required by the pliot of 
the air, courage and level-headed- 
ness, And how has this great 
miracle been accomplished? Au- 
gust, 1914, found that country la- 
mentably short of both personnel 
and material, but what little there 
was of the very” best. The already 
experiencetl pilots set to work with 
a will upon the more than generous 
quantity of raw material that came 
to hand. Within a few months their 
influence made itself felt. They 
taught the ‘‘quirks’—the alrman’s 
pet name for the novice—in their 
own simple and undemonstrative 
manner, that the alr is to be re- 
spected but never feared, ‘the aero- 
plane treated ‘as a being of life and 
animation, with quaint humors pecu- 
larly its-own, and not as a lifeless 
taass of metal and woodwork.

The usual method of training a 
new hand js.to get him used to the 
alr, which, though apparently harm- 
less and wold, is as tricky, and 
treacherous as the sea. The begin- 
ner is taken up for several flights as 
a passenger. In the initial fight the 
pilot will perform the most ‘daring 
manoeuvres and precipitous turns, 
watching his passenger. closely the 
whole time for any signs of nervous- 
ness or fear. It is a most trying 
ordeal that first trip up aloft, and the 
bravest hearts have been known to 
quail, fe 

Recently there was a case at a@ 
large fying school of a major of ma- 
rines, concerning whose courage 
there could not be the - slightest 
doubt, and who possessed, among 
other decorations, the much coveted 
D3. 0. After a first trip above, 
the major remained in his seat of the 
landed aeroplane for fully a quarter 
of an hour, ashen of countenance, 
and too terrified to speak, It was 
not cowardice, but simply that he 
war temperamentally unsuited. At 
length, when he had composed him- 
self sufficiently to clamber out, he 
vowed that never again would he go 
up in an aeroplane. 

Following the first flights, there 
are numerous trips in dual-control 
machines, that is to say, with the 
ordinary’ pllot’s control-stick and 
steering-bar duplicated, and both 
couples working under the same con- 
trols.

In _ presenting the 62nd Annual 
Statement of the Bank to the Sture- 
holders, there are- but few cl ges 
in the balance sheet, in your hands, 
which require explanatiéns or com- 
ment. Owing to the exceptionally 
profitable harvest of 1915, the bal- 
ance of trade with Great Britain be- 
ing greatly in favor of Canada, the 
tremendous expenditures of money 
in this country, for war purposes: and 
the abnormally high prices obtained 
for an average crop in 1913, assisted 
by economy—money hag been abun- 
dant and general trade conditions 
satisfactory. 2 

Prosperity In Canada has been 
clearly demonstrated by the ease 
with whjch money has been obtained 
by the Yedernl Government. for 
war purchcses, and the steadily in- 
creasing bank deposits, 

Notwithstanding the fact that lees 
anxiety  prev&iled than in 1915, the 
fame conservative policy has 
foilowed during 1916, owing. to their 
being, as yet, no indications as to 
when the war may end.

Union Bank itself, not only in New 
York City,/but in the Dominion of 
Canada ag well—a fact in which we, as 
Stockholders, ghould take great pride.

On the 25th of August last, the Dir- 
ectors of the Union Bank, accompan- 
led by a few invited gucsts, began a 
trip of -13 days of inspection of.

; Spiritualism: by Scriptural 
ey Quotations. 











JEditor of The Ontario: 
> Dear Sir: 

‘/ Under the heading, ‘The Question 
of Spiritualism,” in The Ontario of 
Friday last, Mr. Flint opens up his 
letter with the following paragraph, 
on which, with your permission, Mr. 
Editor, I shall make a few remarks 
dn connection with some pertinent 
Seripture applications, Mr. Flint 
says: : 

So many of our young men have 
been removed, to the intense grief of 
their relatives, that anything which 
‘bears upon the question of future 
“life,"must be of interest. Where have 
the billions of human ngs wifo 
have ved upon this ea: fand-fhave 
fJeft it since man was creed, gone? 
“All religions agree that ther is some 
future life. Many who believe in the 
‘Christian religion think that all spir- 
its will remain in some abode, asleep, 
‘until the judgment day, when the 
separation must take place, and the 
resurrection occur. As I understand 
the doctrine, no spirit can enter its

take place until the resurrectio: 
the same time, I cannot unde: 
Christ's statement to the dying thief: 
“This day thou shalt be with me in 
Paradise.” : 4 
In the above Mr. Flint puts the 
question as to what has: become of 
the billions who have *’gone,’’ mean- 
ing those who have died I presume. 
In/answering this question I shall dl- 
rect Mr. Flint’s attention to certain 
portions of Scripture, \which. should 
be convincing to any one who has 
confidence in God's Word. 

We have I think some information 
right to the point from the good king 
Hezekiah, in Isaiah 38. This king 
was pyertaken with sickness which If 
God had not come to the rescue 
would have ended in death, for the 
Lord had said previously “Thou shalt 
die and not live.” From this it is 
evident there was to be no life in 
connection with this death. - And to 
verify this we have Hezekiah’s state- 
ment after God had lengthened his 
life. He sald (when sick and thought 
he was about to die) “I shall go to 
the gates of the grave: I am deprived 
of the residue of my years.” He al- 
so said, “I shall not see the Lord, 
even the Lord in the land of the Jiv- 
ing; I shall behold man no more with 
the inhabitants of the world.” But 
Hezekiah further said (after he : 





recovered) “Thou hast in love to my 
soul (me) delivered it (me) from 
the pit of corruption"’ (the grave). 
He further says, ‘The grave cannot 
praise thee(God), death cannot cele- 
brate thee, they that go down into 
the pit cannot hope for thy truth. 
The living, the living, he shall praise 
thee, as I do this day.” 

Now, Mr. Flint, please note that 
Hezikiah does not intimate anywhere 
in all this that he expected to go] 
anywhere but to the grave. Even his 
soul was to go to the pit of corrup- 
tion. And nothing about his having 
a spirit which could after death com- 
municate even through a medium 
with any of mankind. And what will 
be more astounding to some ‘good 
people {s the fact that, according to 
Hezekiah and other Bible evidence, 
is that even the righteous while in 
the death state cannot either see the 
Lord or praise Him. No, it is a state 
of silence and oblivion until the re- 
surrection: “The dead praise not the 
Lord, neither any that go down into 
silence’ Psalm 115, 17. “In the grave 
there is no remembrance of thee 
(God); in the grave who shall give 
thee thanks,"" Psa. 6: 5. “For the 
living know that they shall die, but 
the dea dknow not anything.” Even 
“their love, and their hatred, and 
their envy is now perished.” Eccl. 
9: 5; 6. “Whatsoever thy hand find-

Martin Luther commenting upon 
this passage, says: ‘‘Another proof 
that the dead are insensible. Solomon 
thinks that the dead are altogether 
asleep and think of nothing.

Simplicity is always a sign of ef- 
ficiency. Especially is this true when 
the machine or system is to be direct- 
ed by unskilled hands, Therefore, 
any system of cream grading should 
be simple. It should*be one that 
could be casily applied by the cream-! 
erymen and more easily understood 
by the patron. Two grades in most 
cases are sufficient. I would call 
these “first and “second grade.” 

“First. grade” should include all 
cream from which first class butter 
can be manufactured. 1 would not 
eare one iota whether it was sweet or 
sour, thick or thin. You. creamery- 
men know that plemy!'of perfectly 
sweet cream will not make first class 
butter. You also know that a slight 
amount of acid does not injure 
cream for buttermaking purposes, 

In these two grades we have sim- 
plicity, which should mean efficien- 
cy. 

Perhaps creamerymen should act 
in this matter on their own Inkiative. 
Personally I do not think they will. 
Perhaps we should have legislation. 
Personally I wonder if we will. 

If wo have legislation, 1 hope the

Meanwhile the talk in the corri-* 


dors is all of registration and na- 
tonal service. Is the Government 
putting. i¢ over briskly? Are the 
cards being filled In? After the cards 
are filled in what next? How long 
will it take to count, classify, tabu- 
late, and cross index the answers? 
Two months? Three months per- 
haps? <A census of any kind Is al- 
ways slow work. When the frst 
count is indexed will the Govern- 
ment have another registration, this 
time with fines and penalties to 
catch the sulky fellows who tore 
their cards up? And after this 
second count is made how long will 
it take to tabulate that? Another 
two months? Three months, eh— 
well, perhaps? And that brings us to 
July, 1917, about which ‘time the 
allied offensive and the German 
counter thrust should be at their 


height. 
Many things can happen in six 
months—if the registration takes 


that long—and there Is a disposition 
in these cynical precincts to believe 
that the Borden Government is going 
to let them happen, which is a wise 


course to pursue, because how could, 


the Borden Government prevent 
things happening in Europe any- 
way? It would be very much like 
Mrs. Partington’s attempt to sweep 
back the Atlantic Ocean. The pru- 
dent course is to walt and sce, mean- 
while making use of noble gestures, 
like national registration and such. 

Members of Parllament who are in 
touch with labor say that there are 
several reasons why the workingman 
doesn’t sign the registration cards 
quite as cheerfully as he would a 
petition to hang the Kaiser, One 
reason {fs that he doesn’t consider it 
&@ square deal to make an inventory 
of the man power of Canada and to 
neglect making an inventory of the 
money power. If the one is mobilized 
or conscripted the other ought to be 
too. There may be something in this 
objection. If the national registra- 
tion has any other object than find- 
ing out who's married and who's not 
—Who's Two in Canada, so to speak 
—iIt must be the war; and if men 
can fight, money, as Shakespeare 
says, is 2 good soldier, too, and will 
march, 

This naturally brings up the ques- 
tion of the excess profits of munl- 
tion manufacturers and others who 
have got rich out of army contracts. 
Is the Government going to do any- 
thing more with these gentry, and if 
it is why doesn’t it Ict the working- 
man know beforehand so that when 
they ask him to tell all he knows 


‘about himself he may do it with a 


glad heart. How silly, by the way, 
some of the questions must appear to 
the profiteer? Of course he would 
be willing if his fare was paid to go 
anywhere else in Canada and make 
the same money as he is making 
now. You bet your Hfe he would. 

As for the workingman he doesn't 
look at it quite that way. Why, he 
asks, qhould he tear up his home by 
the roots and go elsewhere in Can- 

da to make some rich munition 
maker,richer? If the manufacturers 
of munitions were nationalized—ah! 
that would be another story! One 
does for one’s country what ‘one 
hesitates to do for the bloated capl- 
tallst. They have got the right idea 
in England. Over there the Govern- 
ment asks the workingman to make 
sacrificea for his country, not for the 
Profiteers. . 

Incidentally they have squeezed 
the profiteer out of the munition 
business and wherever else © they 
leave him they bleed him good and 
plenty—they take sixty. per cent. 
away from him. Since sacrifice is the 
word England sees to it that every- 
body does It. In this connection 
word comes that there is a little 
group of Canadian companies with 
administration offices in London who 
are fighting this tax to the last gasp. 
One Canadian capitalist who had a 
big contract from the. British War 
Office ig said to be organizing the op- 
position to this levy on the ground 
that it is Canadian money and not 
English that the British Government 
is trying to tax. This same capital- 
ist, over here in Candda, sings quite 
a different song. He tells the Cana- 
dian profiteers, that is to say those 
who make their profits out of the 
Canadign Government, and not like 
him out-of the British War Office, 
that they ought to be ashamed of 
making so much money and that the 
time has come for them to make 
great sacrifices for their country. In 
fact he Is prepared to sicrifice every- 
body’s profits but bis-own.--This is a 
habit philanthropists frequently do- 
velop—being generous with other 
people's money, 

It is facta like these which give 
the workingman pause when he goes 
to fill in his ticket, As a loyal citi- 
zen ho does it, but as a friend of fair 
Dlay all round he doesn't half like it.

Why Rain Follows Thunder, 


Why does a heavy downpour of Fresh 


rain often follow a clap of thunder? 
Not, as is popularly believed, be- 
cause the thunder jostles the cloud 
particles together into raindrops. In 
the violent turmoll between the posi- 
tive gnd negative electricity in a 
thundercloud there will be places 
where the production of drops, by 
condensation, and their subsequent 
breaking up proceeds more rapl{dly 
than elsewhere. Hence in these 
Places there will be more drops to 


fall as rain, and also moro electrifi-lin 


cation, the rainfall occurring about 
the same time as the flash. We have, 
then, starting toward the earth as the 
same time, light, sound, and rain- 
drops. The light, traveling at a 
speed of about 186,000 miles per se- 
cond, reaches us almost instantly. 
The sound travels far more slowly— 
about 1,090 feet per second—but the 
rain falls much slower still. © Thus 
we observe, first, the lightning, then, 
the thunder, and then rain.

The optical parts of the instrament 
ate being “made by Brashear at Alle- 
gheny. The large mirror is twelve 
Inches thick at the edges and will 
weigh over four thousand pounds. 

The reflecting telescope ix used 
for direct photography, both for 
recording very faint objects and for 
getting fine details of brighter ob- 
jects, such as nebulae. We can 
also get photographic .images of 
very faint stars, the twentieth magni- 
tude having already been captured. 
It ts also extremely valuable for 
spectroscopic work. A long exposure

All the beatings and things 
that seem so cruel were really thé 
best that could have happened. They 
knocked all the silly French non- 
sense out of him."

Japan's Knitters Hit. 

Great Britain's war ban on impor- 
, tation of knitted goods will” prob- 
‘ably prove to be a great blow to the 
Japanese knitting industry. During 
the ten months ‘ending October 31 
the total value of this line of goods 
exported to Great Britain reached’ 
$9,000,000. In addition contracts 
entered into call for delivery of addl- 
tional goods up to next June, 
amounting to $6,000,000, 

Exporters have held conferences 
urging the Japanese Government to 
strive for the rescinding of the order. 
It is claimed that the order is not a 
friendly measure of an Allied na- 
Uon, and “that it will injure the 
friendship between the two coun- 
tries. It is also feared in Tokio that 
similar bans will affect other lines of 
Japanese manufacture. The immed- 
fate effect of the British order will 


% be the suspension of many factories, 


and the throwing out of employment 
of thousands of workmen. As a re- 
sult of the Japanese representations 
the British Government has an- 
nounced that the enforcement of the 
prohibition order would be postpon- 
ed. : The pr.ss is expressing hope 
that the autuorities will further be 
persuaded to take into consideration 
the situation facing the manufactur- 
ers and workers in Japan, and see 
whether there is not some way. of 
permanently modifying absolute pro- 
hibition.

The children thus born of leper 
parents practically never contract 
the disease :f promptly removed. 
Although no cure for leprosy has 
been discovered, the disease is often 
so “arrested” at Kalaupapa that the 
victim may be paroled with perfect 
safety.

Twice In the course of the war be-

The war continued until 
China’s armics had been thoroughly 
defeated, and the Japanese were 
to march upon Pekin.- Then 
Li Hung Chang ‘appeared with full 
power to make terms and the treaty! 
was drawn up. The Russo-Turkiah‘ 
War was ended like the Crimean War 
and the Turko-Grecian War, by the’ 
threat of a third nation. In this 
case it was Britain that thréatened 
to take sides with Turkey. Russia 
immediately arranged an armistice 
and signed with Turkey the treaty 
of San Stefano, Britain, backed by 
France and Austria, refused to re- 
cognize this treaty ,and so the Con- 
gress of Berlin was called. In the 
interim, however, Britain and Russla 
had made a secret treaty which em- 
bodiéd most of the) terms of the 
agreement subsequently arranged at 
Berltn. The Franco-Prussian War 
did not end until after France had 
asked first for an armistice and then 
for peace. » Both requests were de- 
clined and the siege of Paris was 
undertaken. . When the city had 
fallen the Germans consented to an 
armistice for the purpose of permit- 
ting the French people to clect a Na- 
tlonal Assombly that Prussin’ would 
Tecognize. Bismarck and Thiers ar- 
ranged the preliminary terms, which 
were’ validated by the Treaty of 
Frankfort. 

When Austria, Prussia, and Italy 
fought in 1866 the Emperor of Aus- 
tria after his defeats at Koniggrats 
and elsewhere informed Napoleon 
IH, of his willingness to cede Vene- 
tla to Italy and asked that the Em- 
peror of France should act as media- 
tor. The armistice followed, and 
peace was signed. The American 
Civil War was ended with the sur- 
rénder of the Confederato forces and 
the terms of peace were arranged by 
tn this

torial Hmits to be established, and 
the detalls were easily arrived at 
once the South had lost all hope of 
victory. Denmark quit . fighting 
Prussia in 1864 as soon as she Jearn- 
ed that neither Britain’ nor France 
would come to her assistance.

When te Mulch Strawberries. 

Don’t be in a hurry tu mulch the 
strawberries, us the vines continue to 
grow until late in the fall. The last 
of November or the first of December 
is the proper time fur mulching ja 
Kansas, but don't neglect to do it 
then. 

Mulching is an essential to success 
in growlng strawberries, points out Al- 
bert Dickens, professor of horticulture 
in the Kansas Stute Agricultural col- 
lege. It not only insures clean fruit, 
but it alds in retaining moisture in the 
soll and assists In cUnserving fertility. 

Mulching is*a protection against the 
alternate freezing and thawing so com- 
mon in this state. ‘This process Is a 
serious menace to strawberry growing 
os ft breaks off the many small feed- 
ing roots of the plants, thus destroy. 
fog thelr source of nutrition and re- 
sulting in diminished crops and ber- 
Hes of poor quality. In fact, the 
Plants ate sometimes killed. 





TO PREVENT MOLTING. 


Cvcccccccccccccescccccecs 


Every fall we hear an increasing 
number of reports of pullet egg pro- 
duction being cut down by the fall 
molt. \ It is perhaps to be expected 
when eo consider that better methods 
of breeding, carly batching and heavy 
feeding for which nearly every one Is 
working all tend toward early maturi- 
ty and production. Jt is natural for 
very carly laying pallets to stop pro- 
ducing and go througt a partial molt 
before cold weather. Aside from the 
nataral tendency. the molt may be 
hastened by a sudden change of feed. 
care or environment. 

The fall molt may often be urolded 
by following x few simple rules. 

Avoid hatching out ofSeason. March, 
the exact time

Provide free range during the entire 
sehson. * 

Avold rations contuiniug an excess of 
protein. Sour milk ts bettet than-beef

Do not attempt to hold pullets back:

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PRESIDENT WILSON TALKS. 


Makes Startling Move Looking To- 
wards Peace. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Whe- 
ther the United States shall enter a 
world’s peace league, and, as many 
contend, thereby abandon its tradi- 
tional policy of isolation and no en- 
tangling alliances, was laid squarely 
before Congress and the country to- 
day by President Wilson in a per- 
sonal address to’the Senate. For 
the first time in more than a hun- 
dred years a President of the United 
States appeared In the Senate cham- 
ber to discuss the nation’s foreign 
relations after the manner of Wash- 
ington, Adams and Madisen. 

While the President was speaking 
copies of his address been for- 
warded to American dip! ts in all 
the belligerent countries for the in- 
formation of the Foreign Offices, and 
were being prepared for representa- 
tives of neutral Governments here. 
Back of: the fundamental propesal 
for some sort of international sanc- 
tion for preservation of the future 
peace of the world, now already ac- 
eepted in principle by both sets of 
belligerents in their replies to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s peace note, lies the 
possibility, which the President to- 
day openly expressed, that thereby 
may be lafd the ground work upon 
which an approach may be made to 
an end of the present conflict>_ 

Here are briefly the terms which 
President: Wilson laid down: 

(1) That the peace must be a 
peace without victory, that it must 
bea peace agreed to by “equals,” 
and not dictated by victors. 

. (2) That it shall make no effort 
to draw distinctions between the 
rights of big and small nations. 

(3) That it shall be a peace based 
on the principle that all Governments 
derive their authority from‘the con- 
sent of the governed. That it shall 
abandon the {dea that big nations 
have the right to dispose of small 
nations, That it shall recognize 
among other things a free and united 
Poland, 

(4) That all nations of Europe 

shall be accorded free outlets to the 
SCAS. 
(5) That the treaty of peace shall 
recognise in theory and in fact the 
principle of the absolute freedom of 
the Beas. 

(6) That the peace shall look to 
the limitation of naval and military 
armaments, and shall make possible 
an abandonment of the movements 
for niilitary preparedness. 

(7) That the peace shall recognise 
a new and broader form of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, namely, that no mation 
has the right to force its form of 
government on another nation.

“They are concentrating troops on 
the Swiss frontier, and may propose 
a big offensive in Alsace, but this 
would entait a second frontal attack 
perhaps equally costly and ineffec- 
tive as Verdun. In any case the con- 
-eentration must be aimed at Belfort, 
an even stronger position than Ver- 
dun. An attempt to attack the Bel- 
fort front appears doomed to failure. 
The position\can be turned only by 
hacking a way through Switzerland. 
Such an outrage on.Swiss neutrality 
would increase the Entente forces by 
200,000 to 250,000 first-line troops, 
without reckoning the 100,000 re- 
serves. Secondly, it would consider- 
ably lengthen the Germanic fronts, 
also its lines of communication at a 
moment when it is to Germany’s ut- 
most interest to shorten these. 
Thirdly, although they might succeed 
in breaking through Jura Passes 
they would nevertheless bare the 
Atstriam flank for an Ifallan inva- 
sion acroas the Alps. The Germans 
may hack through Jura Passes, but 
unless they are obsessed by the Swiss 
flank idea, they must know that by 
invading Switzerland they are open- 
ing several new passes through for 
their adversaries.

MONTREAL, Jan. 25.—Sir Gilbert Parker, 
‘Canadian novelist and member of the British 
House sof Commons, arrived in Montreal today 
from New York, where he landed from a steam- 
er on Sunday. Sir Gilbert predicts that the war 
will end next autumn, if not a little earlier than 
that. The end will come, he says, through the 
economic collapse of Germany and the smash- 
ing of the German lineg:on the western front 
by the Anglo-French forces.

Only a few hundred years ago cer- 

foresighted tradesmen in France 
went about the country buying up 
bargain lots of merchandise. ‘They 
bought fire damaged goods, bankrupt 
stocks, all sorts of commodities. 
They bought these things “en gros” — 
and made muney out of them. The 
trade was carried to England, where 
a man who boight hardwaro, thread, 
furniture, vegetables ‘‘en gros,” or 
in large quantities, called himself 
an‘“engrosser.” This ‘was later 
shortened to “grocer,” but the term 
Was still applied to the proprietor of 
a ‘general business. The grocery " 
was a sort of racket shop, like the 
modern 10-cent store. , 

Gradually, it appears, the *‘grocer”’ 
found it more’ profitable to deal in 
tea, coffee, spices, fruit, and non-per- 
ishable foodstuffs, and then. confined 
his attention to these things. He 
took over the business of the “‘spic- 
er’—and in France the khop which 
we. call a grocery is still known as 
an “epicerie."" So far was the orig- 
inal meaning of the term lost sight 
of that a man who deals exclusively 
in fresh vegetables came to be known 
as a “green grocer.” 

_The dealer in foodstuffs has not 
long been a grocer, Out on the

Commodore Jarvis showed how, 
thanks to the British fleet, Canada 
has prospered since the war broke 
out, a national debt of three hundred 
and seventy millions being converted 
into a credit balance of four hundred 
millions, while the trade of this coun- 
try is largely in excess, proportion- 
ately, to that of the United States. 


J€anadian soldiers go to and from 


Europe in‘safety, only one Ife of a 
man in khakf having\been lost, and 
letters pass between the men in the 
trenches and friends at home, thanks 
to the navy that keeps the German 
raiders off the seas. 

Canada is receiving rier 300 ap- 
plications a month for naval service, 
but only about one-half of these ap- 
plicants are able to pass the physical 
examination. The commodore ex- 
plained fully the plan of operation. 
When a man is accepted in Belle- 
ville he is sent to Toronto. If he 
stands the test there he Js put in uni- 
form and given a ten’ days’ leave 
which he is expected to spend at 
home drumming up other recvruits. 
He is then sent to England by way of 
Halifax. While in the navy he gets 
30 cents a day and 80 cents a day is 
deposited to his credit at home. If 
he fs a mechanic his services as such 
will be utilized during his term of 
enlistment. 

The life is healthy, the discipline 
excellent and the associations all that 
could be desired. No mother -or 
sweetheart need have any anxiety on 
this score. 

An appeal was made for assistance 
for the British sailors, both in the 
mercantile and military branches, 
and Commodore Jarvis also stated 
that Lady Guiness would award a 
medal to every Canadian woman who 
secured a recruit for the navy.

John Mobbs was a Northampton- 
coachman. In 1757 he married 
_ the daughter of his old master, a rich 
London distiller, and’thus became 
owner of a large agricultural 
estate in the then outskirts of Lon- 
don, But Mobbs’ use of the land was 
restricted by certain ancient “rights” 
which the citizens of London »poss- 
; sued to practice ‘free archery” over 
them, and there were “archer’s 
marks” dotted over the fields when 
Mobba became their owner. 

Mobbs, however, granted leases 
improvidently over the greater part 
of the estate, and then mortgaged 
the whole thing to a merchant 
named Sturt. The greater part of 
the Mobbs meadows thus fell into the 
hands of the Sturts, the head of 
whom ow Lord Arlington. 
ing began on the Mobbs moa- 
dows In 1823 and twenty years later 
they were all covered with houses 
and factories, wharres and coal 
yards, canal basins and timber 
sheds. The golden acres have ever, 
since been so occupied. Hideous 
slums grew up there, too, which the 
taxpayers had to buy up at high 
prices In order to replace them with 
parks and healthier dwellings. As 
London increased in value the value 
of the property went up, and various 
descendants of John Mobba went into 
the court, carried on law suits, seis- 
ed empty houses, and otherwise en- 
deavored to assert their alleged 
claims, 

Many of the original leases did not 
expire until 1870, and- there was 
then a great reopening of the legal 
hostilities, The attempts to regain 
the property for the descendants of 
Mobbs always failed, however, al- 
though there seemed to be plenty of 
legal technicalities to justify their 
Dleas, “At one time pfofessional 
pugilists were employed to garrison 
the empty houses, but. the Sturts 
won in the end and the Mobbs mea- 
dows are now to be dispersed by the 
auctioncer’s hammer,

Then in a few days the seven 
goats, The girl’s uncle asks the 
young couple if they want to get mar- 
ried, They reply in the affirmative, 
This {s the marriage ceremony. 

The honeymoon is spent in the 
home of the bridegroom's parents. 
The old folk go away for a whole 
month_apd leave the young people in 
the house. The bride is not allowed 
to leave the house during the month, 
At the end of that timo the two mo- 
there go and cut wood for the bulld- 
ing of a new house, the home of the 
young couple, .There is no chance 
for a man to marry a wife without 
conforming to thegp hard and fast 
customs, — Peter ~ MacQueen, in 
World’s Outlook for January.

THE SPEED OF SHIPS. — 


influence of| the Depth of Water and 
the “Wave of Translation.” 

On frst thought the sea's depth 
seems of little importance if the ship 
finds depth enough to give ber an easy 
draft. If sho can run free apparently 
it makes little difference whether she 
has six feet or GOO feet between her 
keel and the bottom. Such an infer- 
ence Is, however, erroneous, for the 
depth exercises an important influeace. 

Tho British cruisers Blake and Blen- 
helm were expected to run twenty-one 
knots, but actually ran two kndts less 
in shallow water. They ran aguin un- 
ger the same power, but the depth 
was between 135 and 165 feet, and 
thelr specd was twenty-two knots, one 
knot in excess of tho maximum cal 
culation. 

The difference in specd is attributed 
4o the influence of the “wave of trans- 
lation” displaced by the ship as she 
moves forward, which acts as a brake, 
The nearer the ship's keel to the bot- 
tom the stronger the friction. A ship 
drawing twenty-seven feet of water— 
say a ship of 12) tonnage—feels 
that friction over a depth of 250 feet 
According to some calculations, the 
dragging influence ceases to be felt 
at a depth equal to ten and one-half 
times tho draft if the ship stands high 
out of the water. 

A curious feature of the matter is 
that the speed of tho ship Is as impor. 
tant an element as the depth of the 
water—that is to say, the influence of 
the depth on the ship's speed is more 
or less powerful in proportion as the 
speed is great. A ship increases her 
gpeed more readily over deep water; 
but, on the other hand, the.faster a 
ship runs tho more depth of water she 
requires to prevent the hindrance 
caused by the drugging Influenco of 
the friction which Is always felt when 
the ship's keel “senses” bottom, 

Running ten knots an bour, a ship 
must have betwoen {twenty-six and 
twenty-seren feet of depth or ashe is 
dragged from below. if running 
twenty knots she necds a depth/of iy 
to 106 feet, and when running thirty 
knots she feels the drag over a depth 
of nearly 324 feet.—Exchange,

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DESTRUCTIVE TERMITES. 
Preventive Mestirea Against “Thess 
Pests, Known Also as “Whites Ants.” 


~\ 


Serious damage to woodwork and 
Atored materials about buildings may 
be caused by peculiar insects known 
as termites, or white ants, without the 
knowledge of occupants. These insects 
work in the dark interior of the sub- 
stances attacked, and the damage 
which they inflict is, therefore, not ap- 
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WORK OF WHITE ANTS IX WALNUT ruxEs. 


Parent. Methods of combating the 
pests are explained in farmers’ bulle- 
tin 730, recently issued by the United 
States department of agriculture. 

The Insects, which are not ants and 
only superficial mble“them, pri- 
marily attack Ma WSEET ana cause 
Greatest damage by weakening or. de- 
stroying portions of buildings and oth- 
er wooden stracturés 
the ground. On recently cleared land 
or apy other soll containing decaying 
wood, however, they may prove de- 
structive to growing plants. The in- 
sects also eat into numerous articles 
stored on damp wooden shelves or un- 
der conditions otherwise attractive to 
them. Articles attacked in this way 
include books, documents. obfects made 
of pasteboard or wood pulp, cloth, 
clothing, leather products and food 
substances, Termites live in colonies 


: in dead stumps or in other decaying 


wood and enter the woodwork of 
buildings underground where timber 
fs in contact with the soil or through 
cracks in concrete. They often de- 
stroy large portions of the interior of 
Pillars and other wooden members 
witbout giving any indication of their 


' Presence. 


When termites are found to be pres- 
ent it is usually through noticing the 
annual emergence of the fying mem- 
bers of the colony at swarming time 
in the spring. The placo of emergence 
should be noted, as this indicates the 
approximate location of the infested 
timbers, The presence of small 
branching tubes of earth on stone or 
metal, serving as passageways to 
wood. may be another indication that 
termites are at work in a building. 

Eltber preventive or combative meas- 
ures may be taken against the inroads 
of termites, In all new building op- 
erations care should be taken that no 
untreated timber Is in contact with 
the ground or Is set in jvet concrete. 
‘The latter condition is not a protection, 
since the ‘concrete often cracks, and 
the insects may gain entrance through 
the crevices. Af wood must be placed 
in contact with the earth, only timber 
treated with some such substance as 
Coal tar creosote should be used, Ccl- 
lar floors of concrete should joln the 
walls in 2 curve to guard against 
cracks, If bulldings are constructed 
without cellars the wooden flooring 
should be raised well above the ground’ 

If termites are discovered in wood- 
Work it will be necessary usually to re. 
move the damaged timbers and replace 
them by stone or brick work or treated 
Wood. The ground at the approximate 
entrance passage of the Insects and 
any earth tubes discovered should be j 
drenched; kerosene oll. Infested 
timbers may be drenched with the | 
oll, 

Termites are especially likely to at- | 
tack the wood of greenhouses, where 
warmth and moisture are the rule. 
Steps similar to those described. for 


other buildings should be adopted to 


rid infested greenhouses of the in- 
sects. Supports for Dower benches 
may be sawed off near the ground and 
made to rest on bricks or stone. If 
the'termites are in the soll (hey may 
be killed in many Instunces by applica- 
tions of carbon bisulphide. Plants may 
be sprayed effectively with a GS per 
cent solution of kerosene emulsion, In 
order to prevent attacks by termites on 
ving trees the tree surgery method 
of treating scars aud dead Iimbs and 
spots Is recommended. ; 
Nursery stock may be attacked by 
termites if planted on recently cleared 
land, Such locations therefore should 
be avoided. Care should be taken not, 
to permit the roots of the young trees 
to dry out before planting, as such 
weakened stock Is Ilable to attack. 
Damage to field crops by termites may 
be prevented by late fall plowing and 
evop rotatian. :

_IN-TWO DASHING TRENCH RAID 


Nova Scotia and Ontario Battalions Win Distinction by Remark- 
ably Successful Operations—Take Hundred _ 
“Second Attempt. - : 








; LONDON, Jan. 31.—The following communique was issued 
last night by the Canadian war records office and covers the 
operations of the Canadian corps from Jan. 17 to 23: 

Two very successful raids form the outstanding features of 
Jast week's operations. ‘It had been intended to undertake them 
as a simultaneous operation, but conditions rendered a change 
advisable. ‘ 

€ The first raid was made at 4.30 p.m. by a New. Brunswick 

- battalion. “A mine was successfully exploded close to the Ger- 
man trenches, and the attacking parties advanced under cover 
of an intense barrage and a screen of smoke. The flanks of 
cur men penetrated the support line, meeting with no resistance. 
A party of about 30 Germans were met in a communication 

* trench and chased to their dugouts, from which they refused 
to emerge. Had they done so their lot would have been happier, 
In a raid there is no time for persuasion, and the dugouts were 
destroyed by explosives. 

The enemy's trenches were found in a much damaged con- 
Cition as a result of the mine explosion, and our artillery fire, 
and there were gruesome evidences of the accuracy of our shoot- 
ing. No prisoners were brought back. A party of four Germans 
taken by our men were killed by a shell while being escorted 
across No Man’s Land. The raiding party returned ‘to our lines 
at’ p.m. ; 

“The second raid took Place at 7.45 o’clock the following 
morning and was carried out by troops of two battalians from 
Ontario. The operation was similar in most respects to the 
previous day's, although on a somewhat larger scale. The 

~ enemy’s trenches were penetrated on<a;front of-800 yards to a 
depth of 300 yards. The conditions were by no means ideal. 
The enemy's wire entanglements were exceedingly strong and 
the wind’ was not in the most favorable quarters for the use of 

“a smoke screen. On the flanks lastly, the ground, was snow 
covered and the khaki uniforms of our men stood out in clear 
relief-on the white background.
